You and your family in a single evening can construct a scale 
model of that dream house you are planning. It’s fun and it’s 
easy. Here’s all you need to start: several pieces of rigid card- 
board, a hard pencil, carbon paper, a ruler, tape, a sharp knife 
and a set of the architect’s blueprints. Here is a step-by-step 
outline of the actual construction procedure. 

STEP 1 — Cut the floor plan of your house from the architect’s 
plan drawing, and paste the plan down on a piece of cardboard. 
Study this view carefully, checking the walls and corners of the 
house, comparing this view with the side elevations. We suggest 
lettering each corner on the plan (A, B, C, D, etc.), placing the 
corresponding letters in the proper places on each elevation 
drawing. This will help orient you as the model is constructed. 



STEP 2 — Lay the side elevations of your house, as shown on the 
blueprint, flat on another piece of cardboard, and with the aid of 
carbon paper trace the walls. You can also outline windows, 
doors and sides at this point. Take into consideration backsets or 
jogs in an elevation which will require inserting pieces when the 
model is set up. Keying the corners, as mentioned before, will 
help here. (As an alternate method, you may wish to cut out the 
side elevations, pasting them on the cardboard rather than trans- 
ferring the drawing by tracing. This is especially recommended 
if the architect has furnished positive drawings blue, black or 
red lines on white background — since the white background can 
be easily colored.) 

STEP 3 — With the aid of a ruler, measure directly from the blue- 
print the length, height and span of your roof sections. Lay out 
these measurements on the cardboard. The exposed portions of the 
chimney also can be measured from the blueprints. When drawing 
the chimney, add a tongue on each side to aid in fastening the 
chimney to the roof.

House and Lot 

every homesite has individuality. Each has its own special fea- | 
tures, its own defects. 

If you can bring out the natural assets of the lot, while correct- j 
ing obvious defects, and then build so that the house and lot form I 
an attractive, integrated unit, you will have greatly increased the I 
value of your property at no extra cost. 

It does take wise planning in advance, and extra care at the I 
time of construction. 

Here are four suggestions for a happy union of house and lot. | 

1. Preserve the natural features of your land as much 
as possible — its desirable contours , its worth-while trees j 
and shrubs. 

Much of the value of the land can be destroyed by unwise or 
unplanned clearing and grading. The contractor, unless coached J 
in advance, will often take the shortest route across the land to 
move his heavy machinery, trucks and materials; and he may | 
take down trees and plants and bulldoze ruthlessly to clear space 
for the building operations. 

How do you prevent this? 

Learn the characteristics of the site before any work is begun. 
If you can call in a surveyor and have a contour map made, so I 
much the better. With such a map, you can mark the location j 
of desirable trees and shrubs, and you can decide which slopes to | 
preserve, and where fill may be needed. After an intensive study | 
of the site, you might even change the originally planned location | 
of the house! 

Knowing in advance where fill will be needed, you can make | 
economical use of the earth removed from the house excavation. | 

After you have studied the site, discuss your ideas with yourl 
contractor. You may have to make some compromises with him I 
so that construction won't be delayed by your solicitude for cer-| 
tain areas of the lot; but you certainly will be able to keep destruc- 1 
tion of natural features to a minimum. 

As an added precaution, you may wish to stake and rope off! 
trees and shrubs to be preserved, and show boundaries beyond, 
which the workmen should not bring machinery and equipment.! 

2. Put the right house in the right place on the right 

lot. Nothing will contribute so greatly to the success of j 
your home-building venture as the proper matching [.

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It is hard to draw any hard-and-fast rules about how this should 
be accomplished, but some of the pitfalls are fairly obvious. For 
example, if the lot is high to begin with, it isn’t good to add more 
height with a tall house. A rambling, spread-out design will hug 
a hilltop and seem more at home on the lot. 

A low house, on the other hand, shouldn’t be placed between | 
tall neighboring houses as they will dwarf the new structure and 
shut out light. 

The house should not perch on the front of the lot, with no 
setback. If possible, the house should not be placed in dead cen- 
ter, chopping up all the remaining land so that there are no large 
areas for development as a garden or outdoor-living center. 

One way to place your home accurately on the lot is to cut a 
piece of cardboard representing the house, on the same scale $s 
the contour map; then move the cardboard around, taking into 
consideration neighboring buildings, drainage features, the trees 
and shrubs you wish to preserve, and other factors, until you have 
found the best location. 

3. Orient the house to cooperate with nature. Across 
most of the United States , this means a combination of 
controls to insure breezes and shade in summer , sim- 
shine and shelter in winter. 

Orientation is a detailed and exact science, but your contractor 
should have at least a rule-of-thumb acquaintance with it, and 
below are a few general rules to guide the home planner in most 
regions of the United States. 

A deep roof overhang on the south side of the house will shade 
the interior when the sun is high in summer, but will allow the 
lower winter sun to shine in.

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architecture you prefer, the number and placement of rooms, | 
and other basic matters. 

Consider all these plans in the light of your own requirements 
and what you think — this early in the project — that you can 
afford. How big a house? How many bedrooms? How many 
baths? Where should the kitchen face? 

Decide between basement and nonbasement. Do you want a 
fireplace? Should the garage be attached or separate, with a 
connecting breezeway? 

If you look over enough plans, you are bound to come across 
one that will sing out, “I’m the house you want.” 

How Much Would My House Cost? 

You won’t really know how much your dreamed-of house will 
cost until you have bids on the house plans back from the con- 
tractors. Then you can add in the cost of the lot, together with 
legal fees, mortgage service charges and other expenses. 

But you can get a rough estimate of the cost by ascertaining — 
from a lender, contractor, architect or real estate man — what it 
costs per square foot to build a house in your area. In high-cost 
building areas, such as the nation’s big cities and suburbs, this 
figure runs to as much as $15 or SI 6 a square foot; it can be con- 
siderably less in towns and villages, and in southern and western 
states where homes need not be built to withstand severe winters. 

Incidental legal and financial fees and charges can run as high 
as $500; they may be considerably less, depending on local cir- 
cumstances. 

Thus, if you are planning a home with 1,000 square feet of 
floor space in a $1 5-a-square-foot building area, the basic home 
will cost you $15,000. If the lot costs $2,500, and you add in $500 
for incidental costs, you will end up with an $18,000 expenditure. 

(It is to be emphasized here that these are crude figures, given 
merely for purposes of illustration; and they may not be at all 
typical of costs in your particular area.) 

Can I Afford It? 

To answer the next question, “Can I afford the home I want?” 
you will have to ask yourself first, “How much of a down pay- 
ment am I prepared to make?” 

The difference between your down payment and the total cost 
will be represented by a mortgage; and you must be able to 
afford the monthly payments on the mortgage, plus a reserve for 
taxes and insurance. 

Once upon a time a man was considered to be doing wisely if 
he kept his home cost to a figure no larger than two and one-half 
times his annual income. Thus, with an income of $6,000 a year, 
a man could presumably afford a $15,000 home. 

But today’s yardstick is: Mortgage payments should be 20 per- 
cent of a man’s income — and certainly not more than 25 percent 
— and that includes principal, interest, taxes and insurance. 

That means if you earn $6,000 a year— that is, $500 a month— 
you can afford to pay between $100 and $125 a month into your 
mortgage-tax-insurance account. 

On a 20-year mortgage, at 5-percent interest, you will repay: 

— a $12,000 loan at $79.20 a month, plus taxes and insurance. 

—a $13,000 loan at $85.80 a month, plus taxes and insurance. 

— a $14,000 loan at $92.40 a month, plus taxes and insurance. 

—a $15,000 loan at $99.00 a month, plus taxes and insurance.

The Case for the Split-Level House 



L he split-level house — a type of plan first created as a solu- 
ion to the specific problems of a sloping lot has met with spec- 
acular public approval. Not since the early days of the one-story 
anch house have architects seen such a wave of spontaneous 
opularity for any particular type of design. 

The architects and editors of small homes guide feel that such 
lopularity is justified, for the split-level home has singular ad- 
antages over any other type, the principal one being that it 
;ives the homeowner the convenience and livability of an all-on- 
me-floor home at roughly as low a cost per square foot of floor 
pace as the two-story house. 

To understand how this is possible, one must know what the 
;plit-level is. One architect describes it as “a ranch house, half 
af which has been raised six steps.” In other words, the split-level 
rsually has four different levels, each separated from the next by 
about six steps. 

More All-Purpose Space Available 

With a split-level plan, it is possible to have half again as much 
all-purpose space as in a ranch house of the same outside dimen- 
sions. The diagrams on this page show how that is possible. 
Figure A shows a basic ranch house — one story with a full base- 
ment. The area marked 1 is the living room-dining room-kitchen 
area, usually referred to simply as the “living area; area 2 is the 
bedroom-bathroom section; 3 and 4 are the basement, the uses of 
which are rather limited because of the lack of natural light, the 
possibility of dampness and relative inaccessability. 

Figure B shows a simple split-level house with the same over-all 
dimensions and the same space designations as the ranch house. 
The living area, 1, is in the same position — slightly above grade; 
3 . six steps lower, is slightly below grade; 2 is six steps above 1, 
and 4 is six steps below 3 . 

Better Use of Lower Levels 

How does this home offer more living space than the ranch 
house? The answer is that area 3 , being six steps higher than it 
would be in a ranch-house plan, is now completely livable space, 
suitable for any use, rather than a basement with limited pos- 
sibilities. The split in levels makes it possible to give area 3 win- 
dows that are V/i feet or more in height, so it is no longer dark; 
the possibility of moisture penetrating its walls or floor has been 
decreased significantly and, because it is only two or three steps 
below grade, it is now easy to enter from the outside as well as 
from the inside. 

Area 4 , still a basement almost entirely below grade, lacks 
light — so it is a natural place for dead storage and the home’s 
heating plant and perhaps such special functions suited to the 



space as dark room, root cellar and others. 

Area 3 is ideally located for use as a recreation area or family 
room, workshop, laundry or garage. One split-level plan in the 
31st Edition of small homes guide (see next page) used almost 
all of this level as a huge recreation room opening onto a sunken 
garden. 

For two reasons, area 3 is also an excellent location for a service 
entrance. The rise in level to the living area keeps service-entry 
mess out of that part of the house; and its proximity to the grade 










31st Edition, designed by Architect 
Rudolph A. Matern, illustrates the 
many advantages of split-level plan- 
ning. The recreation area is only 




level makes it readily accessible from the outside. With the proper 
facilities, it is a good place for incineration of garbage and rub- 
bish and storage of fireplace wood as well. Some split-level plans 
provide wood storage space with a two-way opening — one door 
on the service level and another opening into the living area be- 
side the fireplace — so that wood need not be carried through the 
house. 

The living area in Figure B is in the same position in relation 
to the grade level as in either the traditional ranch or two-story 
home. The sleeping area, being slightly elevated, has an atmos- 
phere of greater seclusion from the rest of the house and security 
from the outside than are found in a one-story home. It is possible 
to have higher-than-normal ceilings in the living area if the roof 
there is at the same level for the entire width of the house (and 
for a really big house a second bedroom level could be added 
directly above the living area). 

Cost Advantage in Garage Location 

The split-level home’s cost advantage over the traditional one- 
story house is increased considerably if the garage can be made 
a part of the level that is slightly below grade, as it is in many 



plans. Another saving lies in the fact that the split-level requires 
less land than a one-story home providing the same amount of 
livable space. That makes it possible, too, that the site will re- 
quire less investment for sidewalks, lawns, driveways. 

On the other hand, if the same amount of land is used, the 
split-level house can be located for greater privacy than the one- 
floor type. 

Especially Suited to Sloping Terrain 

The new design is particularly good for sloping terrain, where 
both levels l and 3 can be ground floors (and where even level 4 
can be used for many purposes not practical in a normal base- 
ment), or for rock or soil with an excessive water problem, when 
the lowest level can be omitted. 

Here are other points that architects cite in favor of the split- 
level design: 

It tends to look bigger than a ranch home because of the ver- 
tical portion, yet retains the long, ground-hugging appearance 
that is impossible in a two-story dwelling. 

Stair placement is extremely flexible; the fact that there are 
usually only six steps to a stairway makes it possible to place the 
stairs in any part of the house, wherever it is best for appear- 
ance and convenience. There is no need to place them side by 
side. The stairs actually can become a dramatic decorative asset — 
by projecting an open stairway into a room, for instance. 

Easy to Expand — With Fifth Level 

The design has unique expansion possibilities if so planned 
that a fifth level can be added directly over the living area, six 
steps higher than the bedrooms, as the family increases. Local 
conditions may, in fact, make it advisable to combine two alter- 
natives to the basic split-level plan — leaving off the lowest level 
and building on a higher level. 

Entrances can be made more dramatic by providing a 1 Yr\ 
story foyer if the entrance is at or near the garage level. Similarly, j 
it is possible to have interesting split-level rooms with their own 
six steps, such as a combination living-recreation room occupying 
a part of both levels l and 3; it’s also possible to make a hall, 
connecting rooms on one level, a balcony overlooking another 
area. Commonly the passageway connecting bedrooms on the 
upper level, for instance, is a balcony along one side of the living 
room. 

The design section of this edition of small homes guide con- 
tains five excellent examples of the best in split-level planning, 
including the design chosen for special treatment as our front- 
cover house. The cover painting shows how the difference in 
levels can go a long way toward making an outdoor living area 
interesting and inviting. 

The group includes both three and four-level homes. In each 
plan you will see many of the advantages previously mentioned 
and other individual bonuses made possible by the flexibility of 
the split-level design. 

Many Recreation Rooms 

Most plans of this type, you will notice, contain recreation 
rooms and other special-purpose areas; the availability of three 
completely livable levels gives plenty of space for such rooms, j 
Another feature the plans have in common is the presence of 
extra bathroom facilities. In the split-level, it is desirable to have 
a half or full bath on each level; the greater the distribution of, 
bathroom facilities, the less necessity for stair climbing. Even 
where all stair travel is only in half flights, its reduction is desira- 
ble wherever possible.

The Home Financing Picture for 1954 



I? or the past 6 months it has been getting easier to borrow money 
'or financing home mortgages at low interest rates. From present 
rends it appears that home financing will be getting even easier 
n the months to come. Loans insured by the Federal Housing 
\dministration (FHA) or guaranteed by the Veterans Adminis- 
:ration (VA) were almost impossible to obtain in many areas 
during 1953. Now lenders are accepting these mortgages without 
lesitation. A major reason is that interest rates on many other 
types of investments, which for a period averaged considerably 
tiigher than mortgage interest rates, have dropped. As a result, 
lending institutions which had preferred to invest funds in certain 
government and industrial bonds, are finding it just as profitable 
to finance home mortgages. 

Some indication of the development of these conditions may be 
seen in the volume of FHA applications, which have trended 
generally upward from the September, 1953, low to an 8-month 
high of about 38,000 units in February, 1954. This is particularly 
significant since February applications are characteristically 
lower than for most other months. There is a large amount of 
mortgage money available. The Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
reports that nonfarm mortgages of $20,000 or less recorded in 
1953 totaled nearly $20 billion. 



In deciding where he will apply for a home mortgage loan, the 
prospective borrower can choose among a number of different 
types of lenders. The mortgagees that originated the home 
mortgages insured by the FHA in 1953 were in the following 



groups: 

National banks 21.9% 

State banks 15.1 

Mortgage companies 33.8 

Insurance companies 1 3.9 

Savings and loan associations 8.9 

Savings banks 4.5 

Others (including industrial banks, finance com- 
panies, endowed institutions, private and state 
benefit funds, etc.) 1.9 



National banks, state banks, and savings banks together orig- 
inated 41.5 percent of the total. Savings and loan associations 
make most of their loans without FHA insurance. About a third 
of all home mortgage loans are made by savings and loan 
associations. 

The most satisfactory lender probably is an institution with 
which the borrower has already had mutually satisfactory deal- 
ings via a checking account, savings account, insurance trans- 



AS WE GO TO PRESS a new housing bill is under dis- 
cussion in congressional committee. The bill, based 
largely on recommendations made by President Eisen- 
hower’s 23-man committee on government housing 
policies and programs, is expected to come up for de- 
bate in both the House and Senate before long, and 
may have far-reaching effects on home financing. 

Here is what the bill proposes to do for the prospec- 
tive buyer or builder of a home: Mortgage ceilings 
financed under FHA would be boosted from $16,000 
to $20,000, and down-payment requirements that are 
now a minimum of 20 percent of the value of the house 
could be reduced to as low as 5 percent of the first 
$8,000 of value, 25 percent of the value above this. 
Under current financing rules, a $25,000 house would 
require a down payment of $9,000 for an FHA loan — 
if the bill is passed as proposed, the down payment on 
such a house would be reduced to $5,000. To many 
families this can mean the difference between being 
able and not being able to afford a new home. 

Another proposal would permit a flexible interest 



rate on FHA and VA loans. Now FHA interest is rigidly 
set at 5 percent, VA interest at 4Va percent. The bill 
would allow the rate to be changed at the direction of 
the president within the limits of a maximum 6 per- 
cent. The thinking behind this is to prevent the impasse 
of 1953 where borrowers found it impossible to finance 
homes under FHA terms because mortgage lenders 
found it more profitable to put their money into higher- 
rate investments. 

To encourage low-cost housing, sponsors of the bill 
would permit mortgage amortization periods on some 
types of loans to extend over a period of 40 years, 
with down payments as low as $200. 

Finally, FHA would be permitted to O.K. open-end 
mortgages, which to date has not been possible. (The 
adjacent article includes a discussion on the advan- 
tages of this type of financing.) 

It is expected that the legislation will be officially 
on the books by the time our next issue goes to press. 
At that time we will bring you up to date on the exact 
provisions of the new law.

actions. If he is favorably known to the institution, and if he 
feels that he has received fair and sympathetic treatment, it is 
only natural that his first inquiries will be made there, and he 
may not find it necessary or desirable to go any farther. Mort- 
gagees often restrict their lending activities to specific areas, 
however; and even when mortgage money is plentiful, the 
borrower may have to inquire at more than one institution to 
find one that makes loans in the neighborhood in which he 
proposes to buy or build. 

The amount of the down payment that will have to be made in 
a given home-financing transaction, the rate of interest on the 
loan, and the length of time allowed for repayment vary to some 
extent according to the lending policies of individual mortgagees, 
the laws of different states, and conditions in the money market at 
the time the loan is made. The laws and regulations under which 
the FHA operates establish maximum ratios of loan to value, 
maximum interest rates, and maximum repayment periods for 
insured mortgages. 

In 1953, the FHA insured over 260,000 home mortgages. Most 
of these mortgages financed single-family homes. Since about a 
quarter of all nonfarm dwelling units started during the year were 
built under FHA programs, the down payments and other 
features of insured home mortgages have considerable signif- 
icance in the total picture. 

The Typical FHA Mortgage 

The typical new-home mortgage insured by the FHA a year 
ago (latest figures available) amounted to $8,273, was made for a 
term of 21.7 years, and provided for a monthly mortgage pay- 
ment of $64.16. This payment covered principal, interest, FHA 
insurance premium, hazard insurance, taxes, special assessments. 

The property on which the typical loan was made was appraised 
by the FHA at $10,022. This figure included a new single-family 
house, all other physical improvements, and a lot with a market 
price of $1,227. The down payment made by the borrower was 
about $2,850. 

The family that is dissatisfied with its present home or neighbor- 
hood, but finds it impossible to get a mortgage loan on a new 
home, can do several things to improve its housing situation. It 
may be possible to repair, improve, or modernize the present 
home. If the family owns its present home, it may be possible to 
trade it in on a new home, using the equity in the older home as a 
down payment. The National Association of Home Builders is 
actively sponsoring a trade-in house program which contem- 
plates the application of the used-car technique to housing. 

Many of the small homes built immediately after the war are 
still occupied by their original purchasers. Although the family 
may have outgrown the dwelling, it may be impossible to finance 
a larger house while making payments on the present dwelling. 
If the owner’s equity is sufficient, however, to provide a down 
payment on a new house, and if he can make a satisfactory trade- 
in arrangement with a builder who sees possibilities in repairing 
and improving the older house, the result is that the original 
owner is adequately housed, another family is settled in the 
remodeled house, and the value of the used house and of its 
neighborhood is increased. 

The Federal Housing Administration is testing out in several 
cities the possible effective use of the insured-mortgage plan in 
this trade-in program. 

A revolution in home financing methods has taken place in the 
19 years since the Federal Housing Administration was estab- 
lished. The operations of the FHA have demonstrated the prac- 
ticability of the high-percentage, long-term mortgage loan repaid 
in periodic installments, and this type of loan is in common use 
today whether or not the mortgage is insured. Many uninsured 
loans also follow FHA practice by having the mortgage payment

T he decision as to how much one should spend on insurance depends greatly on 
the individual family’s budget. It is not realistic, therefore, to try to give an all- 
inclusive answer to the question “how much to spend for insurance.” However, it 
will be helpful if I can point out the types of insurance coverage most frequently 
considered necessary to the average homeowner. The following list gives you 
examples of costs for each type of policy. The figures in this list are based on average 
insurance rates for a typical metropolitan community. For specific rates in indivi- 
dual cases, check with your local insurance company or agent. 



TYPES OF INSURANCE

Cost approximately $1 per $1,000 of coverage annually, depend- 
ing on construction of building (i.e. brick, frame, etc.).

Cost approximately 90c per year on each $1,000 of coverage, 
depending on construction of building (i.e. brick, frame, etc.). 



Personal liability 



Cost approximately $12.50 per year for coverage of $20,000.

Cost approximately $28 for first $1,000 coverage. Rates are 
reduced for additional coverage.

FIRE INSURANCE ON YOUR HOME 

In determining the amount of fire insurance for your home, it is 
always advisable to have an appraisal made. In many cases this 
can be supplied free of charge by the fire insurance company 
with whom you deal. Appraisals can also be obtained from 
independent firms for a fee. After the appraisal figures have been 
furnished, you can determine the amount of insurance required 
to give adequate protection. 

Depreciation is an item to be considered when insurance policies 
are written. A house wears out like anything else in the material 
world. Every year that you live in a house you use up a certain 
part of its value. Theoretically, after a certain time the house 
has outlived its usefulness and is ready to be sold for junk, like a 
piece of worn-out machinery. Actually, however, a responsible 
owner has a constant maintenance program that in part counter- 
acts the depreciation. For a number of years, rising market values 
have largely counteracted depreciation also, so that many houses 
are actually worth more at present than when they were built 
years ago. 

On a steady, unchanging market over the years, your house 
can be expected to gradually depreciate to a certain minimum in 
perhaps a 15 or 20-year period, after which the insurable value

INSURANCE ON CONTENTS OF HOUSE 

Your personal property can be insured in two ways. The broad- 
est form of coverage is the personal-property floater. It is the most 
expensive but also the most comprehensive and is designed for 
people with a large inventory of personal goods. The other 
method of insuring personal property is by use of a combination 
of two policies, separate fire and theft insurance on contents. 
This method does an adequate job with less cost. 



PERSONAL-PROPERTY FLOATER 

The personal-property floater is generally regarded as an “all- 
risk policy.” It covers specifically such things as loss or damage 
to household goods and all personal property caused by fire, 
theft, mysterious disappearance, explosion, storm, water, etc. 
This type of policy is designed to cover the person or family who 
has at least $5,000 of personal property. Specified coverage for 
jewelry and furs may be added to this policy, although there is 
automatic coverage up to $250 for these items. Money losses are 
covered up to $100. As an example of this coverage, let us assume 
you had a flood in your basement which damaged your property. 
This loss would be covered under the floater policy, but not under 
theft insurance or by the fire policy covering your contents.

ly from the premises. It also pays for medical expenses of any 
mber of the public injured on his premises, whether he is 
jigent or not. With regard to the amount of coverage that 
uld be bought, one should first look into the financial respon- 
lity law of the state in which he resides. In many states, 
i,000 can be collected in case of death and, consequently, this 
aid be the minimum of liability protection one should pur- 
ise. As an example, let us assume that your postman fell on 
i ice in your front yard and broke his arm. The medical 
penses would be paid by the insurance company; the company 
mid also defend you in case of a lawsuit. 

the average insurance buyer should be alert to the 
necessity of a broad look at his insurance problem and 
should consider all of the aforementioned policies. “Pack- 
age” insurance plans in which you have the advantage of a 
coordinated over-all program , based on your budget , are 
finding increasing use today. Also , there is a decided sav- 
ings in setting up your insurance policies on more than a 
1-year basis when possible.

LEGAL ASPECTS 

OF HOME OWNERSHIP 



W hen you buy an ordinary article like a coat, radio or watcl 
you do not need to know whether the seller is married, single < 
divorced. You may buy a share of stock or a bond without carir 
whether the former owner has paid his taxes, or whether the 
is a suit or judgment against him. 

But when you buy a home or a vacant piece of land, all i 
these things are vital to know — and many other things, too- 
and you must have a complete investigation made on evei 
point, or you may discover that the property you bought ar 
paid for is not actually yours at all. 

The laws governing real-estate transactions are almost ui 
believably complex. To the layman they represent a bafflir 
maze through which he must travel in order to acquire proper! 
and become a homeowner. 

He requires a guide — a competent lawyer, one skilled in tl 
realty laws of his particular state, and who knows the loc; 
community “ground rules” as well. 

Each state has its own body of laws, its own legislature 1 
modify them and its own courts to interpret them; so what 
law in California may not be law in Maine. However, certai 
broad facts of real-estate law hold throughout the country. A fe 
of them are presented in the answers to questions below. W 
present them here, not to make lawyers of our readers, but i 
order that our readers may know something of the nature an 
scope of the problems about which they should consult the 
lawyers. 



Why must real estate 
laws he so 
complicated? 




Real estate — essentially land and everything affixed to land 
has always been considered the most valuable possession a mai 
can have. It is so basic a form of wealth — and the source o 
virtually all wealth — that many special laws have been enactec 
for the protection of all who may have rights in it. These law< 
define and protect the rights of the owners, their families and 
heirs. But they also define and protect the rights of mortgage 
holders, leaseholders, lien holders; the public; holders of mineral, 
oil or air rights; and many others who may have an actual or 
potential claim or right. The laws governing all such rights anc 
claims are numerous, strict and far-reaching. 
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A knoivledge of property laiv 
can save you money and worry 



Doesn't a deed 
give clear title to 
property? 

No. A deed is merely a paper in which the seller transfers his 
right of ownership, whatever it may be, to the buyer. It is no 
proof that the seller actually is the owner. It does not do away 
with claims or rights others may have in the property. 



Aren't such claims and 
rights on public record? 

Generally, yes. Searching the records may reveal obstacles 
which stand in the way of a clear title. Once they are known, it 
is up to the owner and his attorney to clear them away if it can 
be done. Otherwise, they must be accepted as limitations on the 
right of ownership. But the records may not show everything 
that might affect the title. Many claims do not have to be on 
record to be valid. Also, statements in the record may be incor- 
rect, or may fail to tell important facts. Documents on record 
might be fraudulently or improperly executed. And, aside from 
risks like these, ordinary clerical mistakes can and do happen. 

Is there any protection 
against such risks? 

Protection is possible through a title guarantee policy, which 
insures the buyer against loss, should the title as guaranteed ever 
be found defective. Customarily, the seller furnishes such a title 
guarantee policy, in the amount of the sale price, showing the 
condition of title at the time of sale. The buyer pays for extend- 
ing the title search to the date on which the deed is recorded. 

I plan to buy a corner lot. 

If I do , can I build my house 
to face either street? 




Generally speaking, you can. However, you may be prohibited 
by (1) a deed, plat or other instrument binding upon you; or 
(2) your local building and zoning laws. If you plan to build 
facing a side street, get a lawyer’s opinion before you proceed 
with the construction. {continued on page 98)

remove the topsoil and place it in a pile separate from the sub- 
soil. This conserves the topsoil for later use when the finish 
grading is done and the lawn planted. The excavation should 
have clean, straight edges, and should not extend far beyond the 
outer wall limits; a sloppy excavating job creates a problem for 
the concrete crew, often making necessary erection of elaborate 
platforms for bringing the concrete trucks close enough to pour 
wet concrete into the wall forms. 

The excavator should check the level of his “floor” when he 
nears the bottom of the excavation, using a surveyor’s level. The 
hole should be no deeper than specified on the blueprints, and it 
should be at the same level at all points. If the hole is too shallow, 
there either will be insufficient headroom in the basement, or 
the first-floor level will be too far above grade. If too deep, base- 
ment wall heights may have to be greater than anticipated. An 
off-level excavation will require laborious hand filling or digging 
later to obtain level foundation footings. 

If your house is to have only a partial basement, or a concrete- 
slab floor and no basement, it is recommended that the shallower 
foundation excavations be made with a trenching machine. Here 
it is important that corners be square and again that the bottom 
of the excavation be level. If your house is being built in an area 
of heavy soil, the trench itself may serve satisfactorily as a 
foundation form for pouring concrete. • 



WHAT IS A FOOTING, AND WHY DO I NEED IT? 



The footing literally serves as a “foot” for the foundation wall, 
preventing it from sinking into the ground. The footing is a 
wide b&se (its width and thickness depending upon the type of 
supporting subsoil) that spreads the weight of the entire house 
structure over as great an area as possible. Footings are always 
of poured concrete. 



HOW CAN I BE ASSURED OF A LEAKPROOF FOUNDATION? 



After the concrete has set and the forms have been removed, the 
entire outer wall of the foundation should be coated with a 
bituminous compound. In the past, heated tar or asphalt has 
been mopped on by hand; quicker and more penetrating is the 
spraying on of liquefied asphalt, brought to the job in a tank 
truck and sprayed over the entire foundation in a few minutes’ 
time. 

If your foundation wall is of concrete block, there should be an 
outer plaster coating of portland-cement plaster troweled on the 
wall. This coating should be about an inch thick, and it is 
advisable to further cover this with a bituminous coating after 
the cement plaster has dried. 

If you are in a location where the ground water is liable to 
build up pressure around the foundation walls, it is wise to 
provide drainage around the footings. Ordinary terra-cotta field 
tile can be laid around the perimeter of the foundation, drained 
off to a lower point a distance, away. Perforated fiber pipe is also 
excellent for this purpose, can be installed more quickly. 



IS THERE DANGER OF A CONCRETE FLOOR BREAKING UP, AS MANY 
CONCRETE SIDEWALKS APPEAR TO DO? 



Since a concrete floor is not subjected to the same weathering 
effects as a sidewalk, a properly laid floor should remain virtually 
crack-free. Drainage is one of the most important factors. If a 
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basement wall is waterproofed, as previously explained, and 
water is prevented from getting under the floor, there should be 
present none of the stresses that ordinarily cause breakup of 
concrete slabs. A concrete floor, whether in a basement or at 
^rade level, should never be poured directly over the earth, 
should always have a base of 4 to 6 inches of crushed or washed 
gravel as further insurance against direct contact of moisture 
with the slab. 

In areas where there is considerable ground moisture, it is 
recommended that in addition to foundation drainage, a water- 
proof membrane be placed over the gravel base. Several layers 
of asphalt felt, mopped with liquid asphalt and sealed at the 
foundation wall, will further reduce the possibility of leakage 
through the floor. 



CAN A CONCRETE FLOOR BE INSULATED? 



i\ slab floor can be made more comfortable by using an insulating 
material as one of the ingredients of the concrete. Most impor- 
tant, however, is edge insulation, for here is where the greatest 
percentage of heat loss occurs on cold days. Special decay-proof 
rigid insulation material is available for this purpose.

HOW CAN A MASONRY HOUSE BE CONSTRUCTED 
AT MINIMUM EXPENSE? 




Concrete-block construction is the least costly, and masonry 
paints of many colors are available for exterior finish. Conven- 
tional solid-masonry construction consists of an outer layer of 
brick or stone with a backup layer of thin concrete block. Com- 
mon brick formerly was used as the backup layer, but the block 
can be laid up much faster and more cheaply. 

A new type of brick, called the SCR brick, a product of re- 
search of the Structural Clay Products Institute, has been avail- 
able since 1952. This is a brick considerably larger in size than 
the conventional brick. The SCR brick is easy for the mason to 
handle, is of such width that a single-thickness wall (no backup 
layer) has been found to be structurally satisfactory for residential 
construction. Many builders using the SCR brick have found 
that they can build a masonry house at a cost competitive with 
frame construction.

furring strips also serve as a nailing base for lath, wallboard or 
paneling. 

Techniques have been developed for building what is called 
a cavity wall, a double masonry wall with a hollow space between 
the layers. The inner layer is waterproofed as the wall is laid up, 
and loose-fill insulation is poured into the cavity. 



HOW DOES MASONRY VENEER COMPARE IN COSTS? 



Conventional masonry-veneer construction is relatively expensive 
compared with frame or solid-masonry construction. The founda- 
tion walls have to be wide enough to accommodate the frame 
foundation sill, plus the outer masonry layer, plus an air space 
between. The veneer house comes close to being two houses in 
one — a complete wood structure with a complete masonry shell 
built around it. It is, however, easier to insulate and to keep 
comfortable than a solid-masonry house. 

There are several simulated finish-masonry products that can 
be applied directly over a basic frame or masonry structure in 
much the same manner as stucco. These facings are troweled in 
place, and the outer surface is molded to appear as stone or brick. 
There is a wide choice of colors and patterns. This type of wall 
can be built at considerably less cost than standard masonry 
veneer.

possible are cut beforehand, using a power saw. The entire 
floor structure is framed first — the sill plate is bolted to the 
foundation, and floor joists are nailed in place over the basement 
or crawl-space area (unless there is a concrete-slab floor, in which 
case there is no wood floor structure); joist ends are boxed in 
with a “header” of the same size as the joists; and the entire 
floor skeleton is covered with board or plywood subflooring. 

The subfloor then serves as a work surface on which outer walls 
and partitions are framed. Complete skeleton walls, with top and 
bottom horizontal “plates” holding the vertical studding in 
place, are built in sections, with door and window openings in 
their proper places. These sections are quickly raised into place, 
nailed to the floor and tied together at their top corners. 

Sheathing is nailed in place over the exterior — board sheathing 
goes up slowly, and timesaving panel sheathing has come into 
widespread use. Large-sheet panels of insulation board, gypsum 
board or plywood can be nailed in place in a fraction of the time 
required for application of boards 6 or 8 inches in width. 



WHEN IS THE SIDING PUT ON? 



The siding can be put on at any time. It is usually considered best 
practice to erect the roof and get the house closed in as soon as 
possible after the side walls are up, but the exterior siding can be 
applied while work on the roof is going on. Window and door 
frames are installed, sheathing is covered with building paper or 
felt, then the finish siding is applied. (Insulation-board sheathing 
does not require the paper or felt.)

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Choosing a Contractor 



lie s the man ivho will translate your 
housing dreams into reality 



It isn’t true that your choice of a contractor is more important 
than your choice of a spouse — but that gives you an idea. The 
building contractor, of course, is the man you are depending 
upon to make your housing dreams come true. You will want to 
make sure he is skilled at his business, financially able, personal 
reliable, that he can do the job for the money that you hav< 
allocated to it. 

As a first possibility, you may not have to go shopping for a 
builder if you have an architect. Often architects work closely 
with certain particular builders; often, too, architect and builder 
are in business together, so if you employ the former you auto- 
matically get the latter. 

If there is room for choice, exercise it. If architect and builder 
are bound by less than a blood oath — or if you have no architect 
to begin with — look over the field and get bids on your job from 
several likely builders. 

You will need the names of several reliable builders 
approach for bids. Three to six should be sufficient. 

Where do you get names? Most logically from your local 
lumber dealer or from the local bank or building and loan 
association — presumably the one that you have already 
approached for mortgage financing. 

Often, banks will not want to recommend specific contractors 
but will furnish a list of reputable names from which you may 
make your smaller list. 



Inspect Homes They Have Built 



When the bids are in, don’t automatically take the lowest. You 
will want to know something of the character of the work per- 
formed by all the bidders in the running. The best way to find 
out is to inspect a home that each has finished; and, if possible, a 
home that each has under construction. 

Even if you are not an expert, you can go over a house while 
it is being built and note whether the lumber is skimpy or poor 
grade, and whether there are foundation cracks, poor-quality 
materials and sloppy workmanship. 

No contractor can put as much luxury into a $20,000 home as 
his competitor can put into a $40,000 job, so take this into 
consideration when making comparisons. 

When you are reasonably sure of your man, ask your bank or 
building and loan institution to check on his financial reliability, 
This is important. The contractor will have to invest money in 
materials and payrolls, and should be in a position to do so 
without holding up the work while he tries to borrow operating 
cash. 

The bank or other financial institution which is granting the 
mortgage on the property will generally make payments out of 
the mortgage money to the builder, at specified stages of com- 
pletion; but he must first get to those stages. Some banks will 
make the first payment only when the home is “under roof,” 
with walls in place and with the interior protected from the 
elements. 

You will have to rely greatly on the integrity of the builder 
you select. Unless you yourself are skilled in house construction 
and can also stand by and inspect as the work is being performed, 
the honesty and reliability of your contractor are the only guar 
antees you have that there will not be shoddy construction in 
the home’s hidden parts, nor cheap short cuts that will show up 
after the house is lived in. So pick your man with care.

How to Live with 



A few defects are bound to appear that 

first year — here is how to cope with them 



i 



t’s a proud day when you finally slip those shiny new keys onto 
your keyring and take possession of your new home. 

If you watched it go up — and particularly if you helped in the 
building — you have an acute appreciation of the vast number o! 
items and great amount of labor and equipment that went into it, 

You know that it is almost impossible to build something a< 
big and complex as a house without some flaws — minor dis- 
crepancies, places where the corners don’t quite meet, a dooi 
sticks or the paint has flaked. 

It is normal for plaster to crack a bit as the house goes througf 
its seasoning period. A door that sticks in its frame at first ma) 
later shrink to be a perfect fit. 

Here is a basic fact about a new house — it must undergo ar 
aging process, like good cheese. It needs time to settle down anc 
shrink a bit. 

Among the materials that enter into the construction of a hous< 
is water — tons of it go into the concrete and plaster, and mud 
water is present in new lumber, even if it is kiln-dried. 

This water evaporates from the concrete, plaster and wood 
Normally, it will take months before the biggest part of it i< 
gone. Meanwhile, the interior of the house is apt to be uncom- 
fortably moist, and excessive moisture may condense on the 
basement walls and on windows. 

This is a condition that you must expect, and one that should 
cure itself in time. Don’t — if you move in at the beginning of 
winter — turn up the heat in an effort to force the drying process. 
Keep the thermostat around 70 degrees and let evaporation pro- 
ceed at a fairly even rate. Otherwise, you may get an uneven 
shrinkage of the house’s members, with excessive shrinkage and 
warping in places. 

In the shrinking and settling process, plaster walls may develop 
hairlines and even cracks. There is no need for haste in patching 
or repairing. By the end of the second year the walls probably 
have all the cracks and hairlines that are likely to develop; and 
you can then patch them up and decorate or redecorate. 




The hairline cracks that 
show up in the plaster are 
usually the result of nor- 
mal shrinkage and drying. 



But you mustn’t delay with work on any exterior flaws. From 
the first day, you must guard against the entrance of wind- 
driven rain or snow into the structure of the house. That means 
an early, close inspection of the exterior siding, roofing and 
gutters, and remedial work if necessary. 

While you are making your home tight against water, check 
particularly the framing around doors and windows. Fill with 
putty any small crack, nail hole or other opening that looks like 
an invitation for rain water to come in. 

Your contract with the builder may have specified one primin'* 
coat and one paint coat on exterior woodwork. Better get that! 
second coat of paint on before the rains come.

Perhaps the contractor left the gutters unpainted. They will 
need protection immediately. And you can consider lining them 
with a waterproofing compound (like roofing tar) on the inside, 
as an added protection against rust. 

Incidentally, your gutters will require at least twice-a-year 
inspection and cleaning (you can clean them out with a stick). 
Twigs, leaves and blown seeds have a habit of accumulating in 
gutters. They can block the channels so effectively that rain 
water, instead of reaching the downspouts and running off 
harmlessly, will spill over onto the siding of the house, with 
consequent unsightly streaking and possibly dangerous leaking. 

Should branches brush against the gutters, the trees should be 
trimmed back. 

If you have to get up on the roof for any purpose — like in-

stalling a television aerial — tread carefully, not merely to avoid 
broken bones but to avoid broken shingles. A single bad shingle 
can allow water to get into the structure of the house and cause 
damage. 

If the soil that was scooped to one side for your excavation 
has not been returned to place, you will have an accumulation of 
water around your foundation after every rain — with some leak- 
age into the home’s structure. As soon as possible, have the soil 
returned to its place around the foundation, the clay subsoil first, 
graded so that it slopes away from the house, topsoil last, also 
graded away from the house. 

For the first year or two, your topsoil will have a tendency to 
sink in places, as the earth becomes more compacted and 
settled. It is a good idea to keep a heap of earth not too distant 
from the house, to fill in depressions as they show up. 

In older homes the walls “breathed” — construction was loose 
and leaks were plentiful, so that air passed freely in and out of 
the house. In contrast, modern homes are built tightly; they 
allow little passage of air, either from the inside out or the out- 
side in. With weatherstripping, double glazing and calking, a 
house can become virtually a sealed box when the doors and 
windows are shut. 

This is not entirely desirable for many reasons. Hence, ven- 
tilating openings and fans are installed in modern homes to 
furnish controlled ventilation. Openings are left in attics and 
under-roof areas, and in crawl spaces; they are of a predeter- 
mined size and placement to get adequate ventilation. Without 
them moisture would accumulate, eventually rotting structural 
members. 

The purpose of the ventilating openings is defeated if they are 
blocked or obstructed. Keep them clear at all times; don’t pile 
furniture against a gable opening in the attic, for example. 

Is the front porch snug against the house? Occasionally, heavy 
concrete slabs pull away from the house as the earth settles; 
water gets into the open space, freezes in cold weather, cracks the 
concrete and pushes it further out of line. If only a small crack 
is present, it can be sealed with putty; or hemp can be forced in

and tar poured over it. If the gap is large, check with your 
contractor. 

Note the exterior lights. Are they sheltered, at least partially— 
under the roof overhang? Are the metal parts of nonrusting 
material? If not, has a protective coating of lacquer been applied? 

The same questions can be asked of the door knocker, mail box 
and other exterior hardware. 

Examine the front door. You will find that it is much more 
substantial than any interior doors. This is not simply for greater 
safety from burglars. An exterior door takes a variety of weather; 
and while its inner side may be basking in a 70-degree room 
temperature the outer side can be facing a below-zero blast. An 
inferior door would curl up; and even your strongly made speci- 
men may warp a tiny bit. 

If the door sticks, don’t shave it down immediately. Try waxing 
or soaping it. If sticking is persistent, it may be necessary to 
knock the pins out of the hinges, take down the door and plane 
its side, top or bottom. But when you plane an exterior door, 
don’t let the planed surface go unprotected. Wax or shellac it 
immediately for minimum waterproofing. 

In the living room, check your fireplace. Open the damper and 
burn a piece of paper in the chimney throat to see if the flame 
burns cleanly and up the chimney. Always be sure the damper is 
open before you start a fire, and that it is closed between fires — or 
else your heating plant will be trying to heat the out-of-doors as 
the room warmth floats up the chimney. 

In the bathroom, look at the tub. Is there a crack between it 



and the wall? Water can enter the plaster through even a hair- 
line crack, via hot baths and showers; and water in the wall 



means deteriorated plaster within a year or so. A flexible calking 
strip can be purchased at any hardware store, applied with 
cement that accompanies it, to seal between tub and wall.

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Check the toilet. Does it flush properly? Does the water stop 
inning within a reasonable time? It may be necessary to adjust 
le height of the float by slightly bending the rod holding it. 
Dmetimes metal pieces of the flushing mechanism rub against 
ich other, preventing shutoff of the flushing action from time 
» time. Bending these parts away from each other prevents 
icurrence. 

In both bathroom and kitchen, there may be occasional need 
>r a “plumber’s helper” — a large rubber cup on the end of a 
ick. Should lavatory, sink or toilet drain get clogged, this device 
most cases will cure the trouble quickly. 

Your water heater will need occasional inspection. Normally, 
ime discoloration will accumulate in the tank — rust, scale, 
ineral deposits. This accumulation should be flushed off a 
>uple of times a year; open the valve at the bottom of the tank 
id let the water run until it is clear. 

If gas is used in the home — for heating, cooking or hot water — 
i sure that the pilot lights are on at all times — except for a 
mating plant turned off for the summer. 

A final word — about your floors: If they’re hardwood, refrain 
om using water on them. Get a good commercial cleaning com- 
iund; and keep them waxed. They will last and be a joy forever. 
Asphalt-tile floors should be mopped frequently with warm, 
ild suds, using a well-wrung-out mop and drying immediately, 
hey may be cleaned twice yearly with warm water and a 
/mmercial cleaning compound. Alcohol and gasoline are de- 
ructive to asphalt tile. 

Whatever your floors may be, don’t drag furniture around, 
his kind of treatment can be particularly destructive to asphalt 
e or plastic-tile floors. Put casters, gliders or domes on the legs 
* your furniture; and lift furniture when moving it. 

One final rule: Keep up to date on your homework. Do projects 
i soon as the need arises.

Fireplace Facts 

As heating plants, fireplaces are inefficient mecha- 
nisms. Yet because of their romance and the high es- 
teem in which families hold them, fireplaces seem to 
be here to stay. A number of manufacturers have de- 
veloped heat-conserving metal units that raise fire- 
place efficiency considerably by using some of the 
heat that would ordinarily escape up the chimney. 
Below, two of these are shown in cross section. One is 
connected to draw cool air from outside the house, 
heat and circulate it; the other is connected to heat 
and circulate the room air.

Low-Cost Fireplace 



The cost of building a fireplace can be cut in half 
with a new method of using prefabricated high-tem- 
perature pipe insulation instead of conventional ma- 
terials for the flue. 

The flues, successfully used in Oklahoma City 
homes by the W. P. “Bill” Atkinson Lumber and 
Manufacturing Company, can be installed in a frac- 
tion of the time required for old-style jobs. The cost 
of the pipe insulation, which is lighter than wood, 
stronger than most insulation materials and as in- 
combustible as concrete, is about $50 per fireplace. 

The pipe insulation flues are self-supporting and 
rise from the top of prefabricated metal fireplaces to 
the chimney. Chimneys have a fireproof lining. The 
drawings and photos on these pages show details of 
the installation. 




Two layers of pipe insulation, both 1^2 inches thick, are 
wired together for the flue. Joints are sealed with fireproof 
cement. A rectangular piece of the insulation is used as the 
adaptor between the opening at the top of the fireplace 
and the circular flue. The rear of the fireplace is enclosed 
with cement block, and loose insulating material is stuffed 
between the fireplace and block wall. 
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A fireplace adds a definite note of luxury to a home 
— despite the fact that by using the new method it 
may cost as little as $300. The new-type flue has 
functioned perfectly under severe testing. 




This is the double fireplace as it looks before 
it is enclosed during last stages of construc- 
tion. One unit serves the living room, the 
other an adjacent bedroom.

Here, in brief, are the types of paint suitable for application 
to the various kinds of exterior surfaces, and the steps necessary 
in preparing each: 

Clapboard siding — house paint, stain. Brush off loose dirt, fill 
cracks and holes with putty and prime the surface. 

Wood trim trim-and-trellis paint, house paint. Preparation 
is same as for clapboard siding. 

Plywood — house paint, natural finishes, texture paint (for a 
stucco-like finish). Follow same procedure as with wood. 

Natural wood — spar varnish, oil stains and a wide variety of 
other exterior clear finishes and preservatives. Brush off dirt, fill 
nail holes and use a paste filler if it is an open-grain wood. 

Masonry (brick, cast concrete, concrete and cinder block, 
stone or cast stone). If it is considered necessary to decorate or 
protect any of these surfaces, use ordinary house paint cement- 
base paint, rubber-base paint or transparent sealer. Brush off 
loose dirt, using wire brush if necessary. If using cement-base 
paint, dampen the surface first. If the masonry is extremely 
porous, it will be more economical to apply a coat of grout before 
painting. A primer or sealer coat should be used before applying 
house paint. 

Cement-asbestos shingles. It is not necessary to paint this type 
of siding, but if a change of color is desired use rubber-base paint, 
cement-base paint or oil paint. Clean surface by brushing. 

Metal siding — house paint, trim-and-trellis paint. Scrape or 
sand and brush away any dirt or rust that has collected. Prime 
with metal primer. 

Asphalt shingles — house paint. Clean surface, prime with alu- 
minum or exterior emulsion paint. 

Metal trim — house paint, trim-and-trellis paint. Brush off' rust 
and dirt, if any, and prime with metal primer. Exterior alumi- 
num is normally given a coat of lacquer at the factory and needs 
no further protection. 

Copper — spar varnish or exterior lacquer (it needs a coating 
primarily to protect adjoining surfaces from discoloration). Clean 
the surface. 

Wood porch floors — porch-and-deck paint. Clean the surface, 
sand rough spots, fill holes or cracks. No primer coat is needed. 

Concrete porch floors — porch-and-deck paint, rubber-base 
paint. Clean the surface thoroughly, especially making sure there 
is no grease on it. (< continued on page 250 )

ning a patio, for the wrong kind of floor is a perpetual main- 
tenance problem. The most ‘suitable are concrete-slab floors and 
flagstone or brick, either set in concrete or laid over a firm bed 
of sand or fine gravel. Tile is another possibility — but much more 
expensive than the others. 

A floor of gravel, kept in place by a border or curb of wood or 
concrete, is the least expensive type of all. Its disadvantage is that 
frequently gravel turns up all over the lot, particularly if your 
home is blessed with little boys and a dog. 

A well-designed patio will have protection from the chilly 
winds of early spring and late fall, and privacy which means 
shielding the patio area from outsiders’ eyes and screening off 
undesirable views. 

Rarely does the homeowner want the patio enclosed on all 
sides, but it is usually desirable to have a fence on one or more

sides in addition to the wall formed by the house itself. Certainly, 
the patio will be more comfortable with a windbreak on what is 
normally the windward side. That alone may add weeks to the 
season in which outdoor living is desirable. 

The type of fence to provide depends on the role it must play. 
If protection is needed, perhaps you will want a solid wood, 
stone or brick fence. If you want protection from strong, direct 
winds but still need ventilation, a baffle or louver fence of wood

will do the trick; it also provides privacy. If beauty is the object, 
consider a fence of nature’s own materials — flowers, shrubs and 
trees. Some plants will provide an effective windbreak, too. 

Gaining protection from the summer sun may involve roofing 
at least a part of the patio. If it is on the east side of the house, a 
wide roof overhang may give all the shelter necessary. Otherwise, 
a roof of plastic (see “Roofing a Patio” elsewhere in this issue), 
wood louvers, latticework and foliage or other suitable materials 
will make the patio far more livable. At least a partial roof is 
also desirable as protection for patio furniture and equipment 
against the ravages of sudden storms. 

The assertion that plumbing and wiring should be considered 
in patio planning may seem odd at first, but even a minimum of 
each — a water faucet and some type of light — makes the patio 
far more useful. 

If your outdoor living includes cooking and eating, it’s desirable 
to have a water supply near the barbecue — and the cost is 
negligible if the patio adjoins a side of the house where kitchen 
or bathroom plumbing is located. Simply run a supply pipe 
through the foundation or side wall. New on the market to help 
you is a faucet which, when turned off on the outside of the 
house, actually shuts off the water supply on the inner side of the

PRIMER OF HEATING 



One of the big questions that must be answered by every pro- 
spective homeowner is: “What kind of heating equipment will do 
the best job for my home?” 

Early cooperation between the heating contractor and the 
general or carpentry contractor is desirable. The heating plant 
should be considered in relation to the entire house, and plans 
for it should be incorporated into the house plans before con- 
struction starts. 

This can usually result in some savings; and if the plant, its 
ducts or pipes and room outlets are planned ahead of time, the 
system can be installed without having to cut through and weaken 
joists, beams or other structural members. 

Your heating contractor should furnish a layout of the system 
you decide upon, together with written guarantees on the equip- 
ment and a service agreement. The layout and actual installation 
practices should meet standards set by local ordinances. 

Selecting Your Heating System 




lere again the compactness of modern heating 
)lants is illustrated. The central warm air plant 
n this home was installed in the attic, a location 
hat would have been out of the question with the 
Dulky plants of the past. 



The initial cost of a heating system may be deceptive. A cheap 
plant may prove costly in the long run, wasteful of fuel and non- 
productive of comfort. The real cost of any heating system is the 
original cost plus the cost of fuel plus maintenance (with an added 
plus for your discomfort should the system prove inadequate). 

Often the architect or building contractor will have a prefer- 
ence in heating systems and will recommend one over another. 
Occasionally, a home will be designed around the use of a certain 
heating system. But most often the choice is wide open. The home- 
owner must have some basic information so that he can make an 
intelligent selection, or so that he can at least discuss a selection 
intelligently with the heating contractor. 

Some of the factors that should go into the selection of heating 
equipment are discussed below. 

Modern heating is fully automatic. Today there is nothing for 
the homeowner to do once he has set the thermostat to the heat 
level he wishes to maintain. The thermostat orders the heat on 
and off; and the automatic nature of the system is assured by

other controls which circulate the heat and guard against fuel 
failure, overheating and other accidents. 

There are many ways to heat a house; but, in their essentials, 
heating systems are alike in having these three elements: 

1. A fuel is burned to create heat. 

2. A “vehicle” is employed to carry the heat. 

3. A room unit discharges the heat. 

There are three fuels used today — gas, oil and coal. All can b( 
delivered to the furnace or boiler automatically, without atterj 
ance by the homeowner. Electricity is also in the picture. In mos 
areas, heating an entire home by electricity is not economical; bu 
electrical heaters are particularly useful as auxiliary to the mail 
heating plants in the North, and as basic heaters in southern an( 
western areas where heating needs are not severe. 

No one fuel is so far superior to the others that a choice can h 
directed on the ground of quality. Cost and individual preferenci 
should be the main considerations; and as cost varies from on 
area to another, the answer must be sought by the individua 
home planner in his own locality. 

Relative Costs of Different Fuels 



Several years ago one manufacturer did some research to se 
up comparisons of cost among the various fuels, to help the hom 
planner make a choice. The company’s engineers considered thj 
number of heat units delivered by a gallon of oil, a pound of coal 
a cubic foot of gas and a kilowatt hour of electricity — each con 
sumed at somewhat different efficiency levels. They decided tha 
if oil sold locally at 10c a gallon, to get the equivalent heat fo 
your money in other fuels you should be able to purchase them for 
$1 1 .50 a ton of coal 

70c a thousand cubic feet of natural gas 
35c a thousand cubic feet of manufactured gas 
0.318c a kilowatt hour of electricity 

Basic Types of Heating Systems 



We referred earlier to the vehicle used to carry the heat fron 
the point where the fuel is burned to the rooms where heat is re 
quired. There are two main vehicles in common use in one-famil; 
homes today — air and water. Heating systems are commonl; 
designated as “warm air” or “hot water” and the choice of vehicli 
determines the over-all character of the heating system. 

Here are some of the terms employed in discussing each: 

Warm air originates in a furnace. It moves to the various room 
by means of ducts , and it discharges into the rooms througl 
registers or panels. 

Hot water originates in a boiler. It moves to the rooms by mean 
of pipes , and it discharges its heat into the rooms by means 0 
radiators , convectors , baseboard units or coils of pipe or tubing con 
cealed in a panel. 

In the case of the warm-air system, circulation of the heat ii 
forced by means of a fan or blower ; in the case of hot water, cir 
culation is forced by means of a pump. 

Any fuel can be used to produce either warm air or hot water 
without serious alterations to the basic heating installation. F 01 
example, you can install an oil-burning plant, later switch to ga: 
with only a few modifications and at relatively small cost. 

But the vehicle determines the basic character of the entire in- 
stallation; and the manner in which the heat is distributed to the 
rooms is the final determinant of the type of heating plant you 
have. For example, you could not install a hot-water system and 
then later switch to warm air — or the other way around — without 
replacing the entire system. And if you have registers or radiato 
to distribute your heat in the rooms, you could not convert t 
panel heating without making substantial changes. 

On the following pages some of the major types of warm- 
and hot-water systems are discussed. (continued on page 15,

This diagram illustrates a typical warm-air 
perimeter installation in a crawl space. The 
layout would be similar for a perimeter instal- 
lation in a home with a basement. 

To understand the forced-warm-air system, it is necessary to 
tinguish it from the gravity-warm-air system. With the latter, 
Dler room air — which is relatively heavy and flows downward 
turally — enters grilled openings in the floors of the rooms, drops 
•ough return ducts to the furnace, where it is heated. The 
rmed air, lighter, then flows upward through large, gently 
ping ducts to registers set in the room walls, thence is dis- 
arged into the rooms. 

In the forced-warm-air system, air circulation is maintained 
a fan or blower in the furnace. The air, warmed in a heating 
amber in the furnace, is driven through ducts to the rooms — 
iere it is delivered by registers. Return air is drawn through 
>arate ducts back to the furnace, where the cycle is repeated, 
e forced-warm-air system, unlike the gravity system, responds 
ickly to temperature changes and delivers heat quickly to the 
>ms, even those at a distance from the furnace. 

[t does not require as large a furnace as the gravity system, 
d the ducts need not be as large, for the fan drives the air 
ough. In a basement the ducts can be installed horizontally 
the ceiling level, taking up less space than the “octopus” arms 
the gravity system. 

Warm-Air Heating Systems Today 

rhe modern approach to warm-air heating has one basic prin- 
de — to release warm air under the windows, replacing it where 
s lost and as fast as it is lost. 

[n a typical slab-floor installation this “perimeter” system uses 
lown-draft furnace. The fan drives warm air into feeder ducts 
ried in the slab; these pour the air into the duct system below 
i floor. Openings for warm air to enter the rooms are provided 
ow the windows. Return-air openings are located at the inner 
11s of the rooms. 

The system operates equally well for crawl-space houses and 
houses with basements. Here the ducts are placed beneath or 
tween the floor joists. The crawl-space installation also can be 
ide without ducts — the entire under-floor space (which has to 
sealed and insulated) acting as a plenum chamber, feeding 
irm air directly to the registers in the floors. 

There are two basic ways of running duct lines — by the radial 
ethod or by the outer-wall method. With the first method, 
dividual supply ducts are run radially from the furnace plenum 
Lamber to the individual registers in the rooms. With the second 
ethod, a single long supply duct is installed below the floor

Forced Hot-Water Systems 

The core of forced-hot-water system is the boiler, in which 
water is heated, then driven by the action of an electric pump 
through pipes and into the rooms, where the warmth is given off 
by radiators, convectors or baseboard units. Radiant-panel sys- 
tems also have become popular; coils of pipe or tubing, embedded 
in floor, wall or ceiling, create large, evenly radiant surfaces. ] 

There are two basic types of forced-hot-water systems, employ! 
ing either a single piping circuit or a double one. They ard 
referred to as one-pipe and two-pipe systems. 

In the former, the same pipeline that brings the hot water to the 
rooms carries back the cooled water to the boiler, in a straight- 
line operation. 

In the two-pipe system, hot water is circulated through one 
pipeline, cold water returns to the boiler through another.

With air conditioning and summer cooling taking the country 
by storm for the past two years, many shg readers have written 
to us expressing bewilderment as to what kind of equipment they 
could best use, how many different types of cooling systems were 
being manufactured. 

To a great extent, the type of equipment that you will use for 
summer air conditioning in your home will depend on the 
availability of water supply and the costs of using water in quan- 
tity. There are a number of variations in techniques, some de- 
signs using large amounts of water, some using small amounts, 
some using none at all. The basic operating principles of the 
types of cooling systems, either central or single-room coolers, 
most frequently found in homes are outlined below. 



One of the Simplest Cooling Methods 



One of the simplest cooling methods makes use of the evapora- 
tive cooler, in which water is the cooling medium, and which 
uses the same water over and over again. This system works on 
the principle of replacing very dry, hot air with moderately wet, 
cool air. For satisfactory results it is imperative that the climate 
be hot, dry, such as is encountered in Tucson, Arizona, or Santa 
Fe, New Mexico. Cooling is achieved by the evaporation of the 
water. 

With this type of system, air is blown through an air washer,

consisting of a water-spraying device (as shown in Figure 1 above) . 
A certain amount of the water vaporizes as it is sprayed into the 
air — that is, changes from liquid to a gas. Energy is required to 
bring about this physical change, and the energy is obtained from 
the heat in the water. As it gives up its heat energy to manufac- 
ture vapor, the water becomes chilled. The air blown through the 
spray into the room in turn has heat extracted from it by the 
cooled water, so that the room receives cool air. 

Air handled by this type of cooler is all from the outdoors. It 
must be dry in order to bring about the evaporation of the water. 
The air that has been blown into the room cannot be recirculated 
through the cooler, for it is no longer dry once it has passed 
through the cooler. 

Incidentally, the evaporative cooler is the only type among 
those we are discussing that adds moisture to the air in producing 
its cooling effect. All others subtract moisture in what is known as 
the dehumidification process, a necessary part of the summer 
cooling procedure in most parts of the country. 

A second method of cooling, an even simpler process than the 
first, makes use of cold water from a deep well or from a cold 
lake to cool the room air directly. We show Figure 2, a slight 
modification of Figure 1, for purposes of illustration. Here the 
sprays bring cold water to the conditioner; air is blown through 
the sprays to the room. The cold water extracts heat from the 
air, so that cool air is delivered to the room. Since this type of 
cooling is used in climates where the air is relatively humid,

there is no evaporative cooling effect; moisture would not be 
absorbed from the water sprays in vapor form, since the air is 
already moisture-laden.

a finned copper coil (which looks much like an automobile ra- 
diator), and the room air is blown over the coil. 

Since the coil is cold, the room air becomes cooled; at the same 
time part of the room moisture condenses on the coil — same 
effect as when you breathe on a cold window pane. The latter 
process is called dehumidification, and in many parts of the 
country this contributes more to the general effect of summer 
comfort than does the actual cooling of the air.

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Essential for the success of this system is a plentiful supply of 
water, for there is nothing to do with the water after it has done 
its job but get rid of it — water the lawn, fill a swimming pool, or 
simply run the waste to a sewer. Also, the water must be cold 
(55F or less) for the entire air-conditioning season, and it must 
not be corrosive. Corrosive water means greater maintenance. 

Where we do not have hot, dry summers, and where the avail- 
able water is corrosive, or limited, we depend on what is called 
direct-expansion cooling. This system operates on exactly the 
same principle as your household refrigerator. For explanation 
we show here a simplified diagram of the standard refrigeration 
system — Figure 4. 



Figure 4. Household 
refrigerator cycle. 




The secret of the expansion-type refrigeration system is the 
refrigerant, a substance that is a gas at ordinary room pressures 
and temperatures, but which can be easily compressed to a liquid 
at room temperatures. Following the diagram shown in Figure 4 
— the entire system (coils and compressor) is filled with refrig- 
erant at different physical stages. The refrigerant is a gas as it 
enters the compressor. The compressor condenses the refrigerant 
to a liquid in the condenser coils. 

Converting from gas to liquid (the reverse of evaporation, 
which is conversion from liquid to gas) brings a reversal of the 
movement of heat energy. You will recall from the description of 
the evaporation process that heat was extracted from the liquid 
to furnish energy to make evaporation possible, thus causing the

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Perimeter Heating 



Perimeter heating — systems in which warm-air outlets 
are spaced along the outside walls of a home — is one of 
the most efficient methods of heating a home. The use 
of new 4-inch pipe has made the installation of such 
systems in slab-floor homes simple and fast. One 
typical perimeter installation is shown in the photo- 
graphs on these two pages. (To see how the small pipe 
can be used for baseboard registers with a basement 
heating plant, turn the page.) 



Installation of the heating 
system can begin when 
foundations and several 
courses of all exterior 
walls are in place. 



The slab area is covered 
with 8 inches of coarse 
aggregate over sand. 
Register boxes are nailed 
into place against foun- 
dation. 



Plenum is staked in place 
with its openings located 
to allow a 2-inch rise to 
the register boxes. 



Next step is to lay out all 
the ducts, complete with 
the necessary fittings. 
Then the ducts are re- 
moved, and the fill is 
trenched sufficiently to 
let 4 inches of concrete 
surround the heat runs. 
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Here the workman is 
demonstrating how ducts 
may be anchored in the 
trenches with sections of 
regular concrete block. 





A vapor barrier is laid over the fill and 
the pipes are replaced and anchored in 
their trenches, ready for first phase of 
pouring the concrete slab. 





The first pour hardens quickly to form a 
shell around the heating pipes and pro- 
tect them during the final operation of 
pouring entire slab. 



Registers go in place after 
plaster has been applied.

This is an especially good color plan for a kitchen that has a 
warm exposure, one in which windows face south, southwest, 
west or south and west. The cool blues and grays offset the sun- 
shine that enters both summer and winter. 



COLOR RECIPE NO. 3 

Gray birch cabinets, woodwork and window shade. 

Gray and black floor. 

Black table, chairs, wastebasket. 

Lime green countertops and dishes. 

Coral cupboard linings, window seat. 

Gray and silver, smoke gray accessories — place mats, glassware. 
Gray, white and chartreuse wallpaper. 

A bland plan, depending here on black, white and gray for the 
basic ingredients, is restful, soothing, should be spiked with just 
the right amount of interesting color as this one is. Far from glar- 
ing, the kitchen is at the same time cheerful. Housewives, who 
for one reason or another are happiest amid subtle coloring and 
surroundings that are not overstimulating, would do well to 
select this type of color plan— one composed of varying shades of 
a neutral tone, brightened by small doses of contrasting colors. 



COLOR RECIPE NO. 4 

White enameled steel base and wall cabinets, planter grillwork. 
Coral countertops, dining table top, chair upholstery and hassock. 
Green, gray and white wallpaper, trellis and ivy design. 

Green cafe curtains. 

Gray floor, striped effect. 

A well-balanced kitchen decorating scheme, this. Green and 
coral, one a cool color, the other warm, create a balanced effect 
against the white cabinets and equipment. Such a color plan is 
especially good for a kitchen in which windows face northwest, 
southeast, north and west or south and east. Combination of pat- 
terned wallpaper and plain-colored surfaces provides further 
balance. Attractive white-columned room divider serves as a focal 
point, an addition necessary to avoid a monotonous look. Columns 
tie in nicely, too, with the trellis design of the wallpaper. Room 
gives the impression of sparkling freshness. 



COLOR RECIPE NO. 5 

Light brown base and wall cabinets (natural-finish wood) and 
planter base. 

Blue-gray wall tile. 

Gray vinyl floor covering. 

Pink chintz cafe curtains and dinette set upholstery. 

Black wrought-iron dinette set and planter top. 

Pink and black wallpaper (for upper walls and ceiling in dinette 
area). 

Gray stone (for lower walls in dinette area).

Plumbing Fixtures 

TT he bathroom plumbing fixtures in your new home may cost 
you as little as $150 — you can spend thousands of dollars. 

The minimum figure — $150 — will buy the least expensive 
bathtub, lavatory and toilet available, including faucets and 
other necessary trim. You would have to install them yourself, of 
course. Labor would run the costs much higher. 

An attempt to “shop” for bathroom plumbing fixtures, com- 
paring the costs of different brands, assorted sizes and various 
dealers’ lines, can be a bewildering experience. There is no 
central source for such information, so small homes guide editors 
decided to shop for you. 

Among the general information we gathered were these facts: 

Colored fixtures cost 20 to 30 percent more than white. The 
more luxurious or de luxe the fixture is, the greater the cost 
difference between white and color. 

The number of retail dealers who sell fixtures “off the floor,” 
as opposed to plumber-dealers or contractors who sell only fix- 
tures that they install, appears to be declining. 

It costs less to install plumbing in a house at the time of con- 
struction than later on — so plan a plumbing layout that will be 
adequate for future needs. 

The photos on these pages show representative samples of 
three types of fixtures. Specific prices were quoted by a typical 
dealer, Ackerman’s Plumbing & Heating in Harvey, Illinois. 



HATIITIJIIS 



Corner tubs (one side and one end visible) generally 
cost more than recessed tubs (only one side finished).

Plan Your Laundry’s Layout 

an assembly-line laundry ivill save you miles of 
steps — here are some principles to guide you 

When your new home laundry is set up and operating, youwl 
appreciate one of the great blessings of the age — no more bill 
Monday washdays. 

Automatic equipment will erase most of the drudgery of wail 
ing and ironing. But a little beforehand planning is necessary! 
hauling, bending and stooping are to be reduced to a mininiuJ 

You would be well advised to decide in advance on the kind! 
equipment you will have in your laundry, narrowing it down* 
make and model numbers if possible. Then you can get dime! ! 
sions of the equipment, and use these dimensions in plannin! 
the layout of the laundry. 

It may also pay you to investigate water heaters at the saml 
time, keying the size of your heater to the amount of hot wall 
required by the particular washing machine in which you al 
interested, as well as to other hot-water-consuming facilities. I 

Be sure to give yourself a little elbow room when you pla 
your laundry area. True, modern automatic machines ares 
well designed and so effectively splashless and vibrationless thi 
they can be located almost anywhere in the house — the kitchei 
a closet or hallway, a bathroom or one end of a family room,; 
well as in the basement or utility room. But the area you choos 
should be big enough to move around in, should allow adequal 
space for sorting soiled clothes and hanging ironed garments. ; 

For easiest handling of clothing through the washing-dryinj 
ironing stages, set up equipment in an assembly-line arrangemen 
Ideally, a sorting counter should be first in line, near the laundr 
entrance. Here garments can be separated according to coloi 
fabric and degree of soil. If you have a laundry chute, thisi 
where it should empty. The sorting counter should be at a cod 
venient level for your particular height. 

A Small Sink Is Handy 

A small sink set into the counter, or a single-basin laundry tul 
installed next to the counter, will be handy for removing stains 

An electric hot plate or gas burner for starch making mayi 
located on a shelf above the sorting counter, to allow maximim 
work space below. Cabinets or shelves above or below the count 
er will hold laundry supplies — soaps, detergents, bleaches, bluing 

Next to the sorting counter should be the washing machine.! 
it is a wringer type, you will definitely need laundry tubs here 

The dryer should be next in line; and alongside — or around th 
corner from it — the ironer. You will need storage for dry bi 
unironed clothing; the space may be provided in a bin here, o 
underneath the sorting counter. The latter location is convenienl 
if the counter contains a sink, because clothing may easily h 
dampened later for ironing. 

Above your ironer, you will probably want open shelves to 
hold finished flatwork and folded garments. Your ironing board 
and hand iron should be last in line, next to the ironer. Here, too, 
you can install a folding rack which can be pulled out to hold 
ironed garments on hangers. 

Addition of a comfortable chair or metal stool with a back will 
make ironing less of a chore. To round out the equipment, an 
exhaust fan which will keep moist, warm air from building up 
within your home, should be included.

Dne group of modern architects envisions the home as a “ma- 
rine for living.” Whether you agree or not, undoubtedly you 
vill try to equip your home with the most essential machines for 
:omfortable living. 

A washing machine is high on anyone’s priority list; and in 
'ecent years the clothes dryer has come to take its place (literally) 
alongside the washer as a household necessity. 

Today there are three major types of washing machines in 
:ommon use. They are: 

1. The automatic washer, which does everything without su- 
Dervision once the clothing and soap are in place — washing, rins- 
ing and spinning or squeezing out most of the water. 

2. The semiautomatic, which does the heavy work of washing 
and part-drying but which requires some manual operations in 
changing the water from soapy to rinse. 

3. The wringer type, which does the heavy work of washing 
but which requires manual operations in changing the water and 
putting the clothing through the wringer to squeeze out the ex- 
cess water. 

Most washers purchased for new homes are of the fully auto- 
matic type, discussed in considerable detail below. Different 
models of automatic washers vary to some extent in the number 
of steps involved before washing begins. 

With some machines the housewife merely puts in clothing 
and detergent and sets the controls. With others it is necessary

to turn off the water when the machine is full. Still other machines 
require that the detergent be put in after the water; in some, the 
clothing goes in last of all. 

Methods of washing vary, too. Some machines wash the clothes 
by tumbling them in a revolving cylinder; others by agitating 
clothes and water back and forth; others by pulling clothes up 
and down; others by rocking the basket in which the clothes and 
water are contained. 

In most cases the various operations (wash, rinse, damp-dry) 
can be shortened or lengthened at will; or can be repeated, or 
skipped. 

Many washers now have table-top surfaces which provide a 
handy place for sorting garments. Some machines open at the 
top, others at the front. Some come with glass “portholes” through 
which the washing operations may be viewed; others present 
solid surfaces. 

Some Questions to Ask Yourself 

Virtually all of the models now on the market, regardless of 
their differing principles of operation, mechanisms and design, 
have their particular advantages. For the individual homeowner, 
then, the choice usually narrows down to the machine for which 
he can get the most satisfactory answers to these questions: 

1 . How much does the machine cost? 

2. How nearly fully automatic is it? 

3. How clean does it wash the clothes? 

4. How long does it take to wash a load? 

5. How much hot water does a load consume? 

6. How much water is removed in the damp-drying step? 

7. How adequate are servicing facilities? 

Here are some measuring standards: 

There is not nearly as much variety in the cost of machines as 
there is in their design. Most are competitively priced at around 
$300. Some are as low as $240, others go up to about $330. 
Normal installation usually is included in this price; but if fittings 
are not already installed in the hot and cold-water pipes this will 
cost extra. 

Factors to Weigh Before Buying 

As indicated, the machines differ somewhat in the degree of 
their automatic performance. The timesaving involved should 
be weighed against other factors — such as cost, availability of 
servicing facilities, hot-water consumption. 

Without testing equipment, it is difficult to judge accurately a 
particular machine’s clothes-cleaning efficiency. However, some 
background can be gained in this by talking things over with 
friends who have different brands of washers; and by getting an 
actual demonstration of a machine’s performance. 

The average machine will take about a half-hour to complete 
its cycle. Some may take as long as three-quarters of an hour; 
any longer than this would be a nuisance for the busy housewife 
with several loads of wash to do in a morning. 

Different machines vary considerably as to the amount of hot 
water required to do a wash. On the average, a washer will use 
about 18 gallons of hot water, supplemented by 8 to 12 gallons 
of cold water, per wash. 

The gallonage becomes important if the water heater is in- 
capable of meeting a large demand, making it necessary to post- 
pone successive washings while waiting for more water to heat. 
This factor must be weighed in deciding on the capacity of the 
water heater to be installed. (< continued on page 198)

Some washers are equipped — or can be outfitted — with devices 
that remove the soapy water at the end of a wash cycle, and store 
it for the next. The savings here in water and soap may be offset 
by the fact that the stored water is no longer clean, and cools off 
between uses, thus lessening its effectiveness. 

The effectiveness of the damp-drying mechanism may differ 
considerably among machines. On the average, enough water is 
removed so that an 8-pound dry load will emerge from the ma- 
chine carrying an equal weight in water — a total of 16 pounds, 
more or less. 

The adequacy of servicing facilities is something that each < 
homeowner will have to discover for himself. Washing machines, ' 
like any other household equipment, occasionally need repairs. 
There should be a service setup nearby, so that it is not necessary 
to call an inexperienced man or send to the factory for parts. 

The automatic washers discussed all operate on electrical mo- 
tors. For safety’s sake, it is advisable to ground the machine to a 
cold-water pipe when it is installed. Some machines have built-in 
ground wires connected through the cold-water hose. 

It takes more power to start the motor in an automatic washer 
than it does to keep it running. If this extra, momentary strain 
has a tendency to overload the circuit and blow the fuse, a time- 
lag fuse will take a momentary overload without danger and 
without blowing. Such fuses are available at any hardware or 
electrical supply store. 

Automatic Clothes Dryers 

An automatic clothes dryer is one of 1954’s great conveniences. 
With one, a housewife can laugh at the weather, and save much 
time and effort. 

The dryer operates by tumbling clothing in a drum through 
which heated air is blown. The unit is operated either by gas or 
electricity. Since there is no significant difference in the efficiency 
of one type over another, the guiding standard should be cost of 
equipment and its operation. 

This cost factor can be broken down into three parts: 

1. The initial cost of the machine. 

2. The comparative gas and electric rates prevailing in the 
community. 

3. The comparative costs of bringing a 230-volt line or gas 
piping to the machine. 

In general, electric dryers cost less than gas dryers, but are 
somewhat more expensive to operate, so that these two cost 
elements to some extent offset each other. 

The cheapest dryers cost about $175; the most expensive are 
in the neighborhood of $300. Washer-dryer sets — matched pairs 
— thus cost between $500 and $600. 

Dryer controls are simple. Some machines operate only with a 
time switch — that is, the housewife sets a timer which will turn 
off the machine when it has run the length of time set. Others 
operate with temperature controls as well, so that a lower drying 
temperature can be set for more easily dried fabrics. All have 
cutout switches which operate automatically should the machine 
overheat. 

With few exceptions, the dryers must be vented to the out-of- 
doors so the hot, moist air will not accumulate in the house. In 
the exceptions, cold water is circulated to condense the moisture 
removed from the garments — water is used to trap water vapor, 
and the product flows into the drain. 

The average dryer takes about an hour to do its job; some ma- 
chines require a few minutes more, or less. 

When clothing is hung in the back yard to dry, the wind will 
carry away lint. In automatic dryers a lint trap is provided. It 
must be cleaned regularly or the machine will not function well. 

One manufacturer today offers a combination washer-dryer in 
a single unit. Advantages include spacesaving, and the elimina- 
tion of some work in transferring clothes from washer to dryer.

T he flow of electricity in wires can be compared to the flow of 
water in pipes. The amount of water available at any given point 
is determined by the size and number of pipes in use. Similarly, 
the amount of electricity which is available for use in your home 
is determined by the capacity of your electric service-entrance 
equipment and the number of branch circuits which must carry 
current to each outlet. 

Your electric service entrance comprises two important parts. 

First, the service-entrance wires which connect your house with 
the outside power supply. The size of these entrance wires deter- 
mines the amount of electricity which can be brought into your 
house at one time. 

Second, the service-entrance equipment , known as the main switch 
and fuse or circuit breaker, serves as the junction point from 
which electricity is dispatched on its various duties throughout 
the house. It is important that this equipment be adequate to 
carry any load that might be called for by lighting and household 
electrical equipment. If the service-entrance equipment is in- 
adequate, it will restrict the maximum flow of electricity availa- 
ble from your service-entrance wires. 

Rewiring May Be Necessary 

As frequently occurs in inadequately wired homes, addition 
of a single new major electrical appliance may make it necessary 
to rewire the service entrance. It is much wiser and far less ex- 
pensive to put in a service entrance of large enough capacity 
when your house is being built. 

Requirements Easy to Find 

It is easy to determine the necessary capacity of your electric 
service entrance. A standard rule-of-thumb method is to use the 
estimated square footage of your home as a guide in selecting 
the proper capacity of your service-entrance wires and service- 
entrance equipment. In general, the larger the house, the greater 
the electrical capacity required. Table A will help you make 
your selection. As a means of double checking yourself, list all the 
major equipment which you have in your house or intend to 
add. Total the wattage of all this equipment and check it against

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Table B. If the total is less than the maximum amount of wattage 
allowable for a house of your size, the recommended service- 
entrance wire and equipment capacities are large enough. 

After electricity has entered through your electric service 
entrance, it passes into the branch circuit box. From there, a 
number of smaller wires called branch circuits carry electricity 
all through the house, just as the plumbing pipes carry water. 

When pipes are too small to supply all the plumbing fixtures, 
you sometimes get only a trickle of water at some outlets. Simi- 
larly, when too many appliances draw from the same circuit, 
electricity can only trickle through to them. When there are 
sufficient circuits, appliance operation is efficient and economical. 

The most dramatic evidence of overloaded branch circuits is 
seen when a fuse blows or a circuit breaker trips open. This 
happens when too many lights and appliances are using elec- 
tricity from one branch circuit at one time. Each branch circuit 
has its own protection in the form of a fuse or a circuit breaker 
in the branch circuit box, right where the branch circuit begins. 

You can use the same yardstick for estimating the right 
number of branch circuits that you used for estimating the 
correct size of your electric service entrance. Take the square- 
foot area of your home, together with a list of the major elec- 
trical equipment you own or plan to buy during the next several 
years. With this information, and by referring to Table C, you 
can quickly estimate how many general-purpose branch circuits,

small-appliance branch circuits, and individual branch circuits 
are adequate for you. 

If you are planning a new home, be sure to plan for a couple 
of spare terminals in your branch circuit box. Then, when you 
add equipment later, you will be saved the expense of buying 
and installing additional boxes for the extra circuits. 

The service capacities provided for in the table above are 
sufficient to supply lighting, portable appliances, a range, a water 
heater, plus any of the appliances listed in Table B, provided 
they add up to no more than 4,500 watts extra in the case of 
the 1,000 sq. ft. house, 6,000 watts extra for greater areas.

decorating and furnishings to bring out the best in it, to make it 
come alive and be a comfortable home instead of a mere 
structure. 

When the house, now built on Long Island, New York, was 
still in the blueprint stage, Miss Beatrice West, nationally famous 
decorator, began planning its interior — choosing colors, fabrics 
and furniture styles — and determining furniture arrangement to 
complement and harmonize with the design. 

Architect Matern’s inspiration for the plan was the popular 
indoor-outdoor living theme; Miss West followed this theme when 
she made her home-furnishing selections, choosing nature’s earth 
tones as the basis for her color plan. 

The living room, den, dining room, dinette and kitchen of the 
house are all virtually one room, separated from one another by 
angles and dividers which disappear into the walls. 



Colors Preserve Effect of Spaciousness 



In order to preserve the feeling of spaciousness created by such 
a plan, Miss West selected different tones of one color — brown — 
for walls, draperies and floor coverings. This treatment provides 
a subtle background for other furnishings in these areas. 

Carpeting in the living-dining room is cinnamon brown; the 
vinyl tile floor covering used in the kitchen and dinette is a 
light redwood color. Walls are painted a soft pebble tone, save 
those in the den — antique-finished oak paneling forms one wall of 
the latter room; the other two are painted bright peacock blue, a 
delightful contrast to the pebble shade. 

Sheer draperies, used to screen the large sliding glass doors 
separating the living room from the terrace, are a paler version 
of the pebble color used for the walls. This sheer fabric, which 
extends from ceiling to floor, provides privacy for the interior

and softens the daylight without eliminating it, thus preserving 
one of the architect’s original concepts — lots of natural light. 

Drapery fabric used in the den is repeated in the dining area; 
it, too, is a sheer fabric with a lovely botanical print which 
combines the colors found in the upholstery fabrics. 

Miss West decided to leave the window behind the huge, split- 
level planting box undraped — any additional treatment here 
would be an anticlimax to one of the most interesting features 
of Architect Matern’s design. Large live plants, which actually 
rest on a stone window sill a few feet below the living-room 
floor, grow and — combined with tall dried formations — form a 
natural design in front of the window. 




Miss Beatrice West, nationally recognized decorator 
who specializes in color planning exteriors and interiors, 
talks over color plans for the home shown on these pages 
with two of the contractors. 

One wall of the dinette is entirely covered by a blind that can 
be rolled up easily when less privacy and more light are desired. 
The blind is a combination of reed and half rounds woven to- 
gether with wool and metallic threads in tones of cocoa, red- 
wood and gold. 

Contemporary Furniture Used Throughout 

Furniture for the living-dining-den area was selected to con- 
form to the contemporary style of the house; it is a good example 
of the new trend toward elegance in modern furniture design. 
Pieces in ebony and various shades of walnut are included. 

Air conditioning makes the house a natural dirt inhibitor, so 
Miss West was able to use light, bright colors, as well as pastel 
shades throughout. 

She chose vivid earth tones to go against the muted brown 
background of the living areas. The sofa-on-legs has a one-piece 
seat cushion and three loose back cushions, is upholstered with a 
cocoa-brown, gold-flecked fabric. Deep aqua, the color selected 
for the armless upholstered chair and bench pads, contrasts 
pleasantly with the tangerine-colored lounge chair and the gold 
pads used on the captain’s chairs. Since pattern is introduced 
through architectural features — fireplace, planting box — as well 
as the draperies, the upholstery is confined to textured effects. 

Living-room furniture is grouped toward the focal point of the 
room — planter box and fireplace — an arrangement conducive to 
conversation, as well as one which defines the living-room area 
from that of the den and dining space. 

Furniture in the den is both built-in and freestanding. A con- 
venient drop-down bed is built into the wall, concealed by doors

when not in use. Above this unit open shelves provide generous 
storage space for books and records. Television set is placed at 
such an angle that it can be easily viewed from the bed when 
latter is pressed into use as a studio couch. The black desk and 
captain’s chair are an important addition to the den — an area

that can be separated from the living area by means of a folding 
door. 

Table, buffet and upholstered chairs in the dining area of this 
home are characterized by a simplicity of design which gives the 
space a crisp, uncluttered appearance, serves to emphasize the 
adjustable ceiling fixture of perforated, polished brass. The 
kitchen dinette contains a small birch and wrought-iron table, 
four chairs, and features an adjustable brass ceiling fixture with 
aspen-slat shade. 

In order to create a unified color plan within the living area of 
Architect Matern’s home, Miss West carried the aqua tone used 
in the living room chair and bench pads into the kitchen — by 
specifying aqua plastic countertops. This color is a pleasant 
contrast to the redwood color roll-up window shades and vinyl 
tile floor, and to the natural birch cabinets. 

A nice departure from the vivid colors in the living area is the 
shell-pink master bedroom. Here, the “Fiber E” rug, Japanese 
grass-cloth wall covering, bedspread and draperies are pink — the 
color inspired by the shade of marble which was especially cut to 
top the ebony furniture. American Beauty red used for the 
ottoman and toss pillows offers just the right note of contrast 
to the room’s pale scheme. 

Again, Miss West achieved a feeling of unity by carrying the 
colors in the master bedroom to the adjacent bathroom. Walls 
are a combination of pink ceramic tile and grass cloth, the floor is 
Norwegian marble. Plumbing fixtures are shell pink, accessories 
are pink and white. 

The basement recreation room is further evidence of the 
gracious atmosphere achieved when an architect and a decorator 
work together to produce a livable home. Mr. Matern’s original 
concept — a large, light room with an “outdoor look” designed for 
casual living — has been preserved through Miss West’s use of 
bright colors and casual, comfortable furniture that is light 
in scale, perfect for relaxation.

W hen toddlers streak the walls with peanut butter or wrestle 
the cap off the ink bottle and dump its contents — the results can 
induce a mild hysteria in any normal mother.

Other excellent wall-surfacing materials are plastic-finished 
hard board panels — either in simulated wood or a variety of plain 
colors — and plywood or solid wood paneling. 

Better yet, provide the children with a washable writing or 
scribbling wall. Two types of paint on the market — one black, 
the other green — can transform a wall into a blackboard that 
will take chalk and crayon, erase to be used again.

Painting and Papering 
Schedule 

BY JEANNETTE ANICKA 



Too many times new homeowners, who have spent hours carefully 
selecting wall and ceiling colors and materials, are disappointed 
with the finished rooms simply because they have failed to give 
the workmen accurate instructions. 

In many cases, verbal misunderstandings are responsible for 
these disappointing, costly mistakes. The homeowner who cannot 
afford the time necessary to supervise painting and papering may 
quickly give instructions regarding what is to be done, then later 
return to find that an alcove has been papered instead of painted, 
or that paint has been mixed to match the wrong fabric. 

Inaccurate samples are often responsible for putting a well- 
planned decorating scheme awry, too. Painters are frequently 
instructed to match paint to small samples of wallpaper, carpeting 
or drapery fabric before the actual materials arrive. Dye lots of 
fabrics and different runs of wallpaper often vary slightly. This 
normal variance means the actual materials may differ somewhat 
in color from the samples — often just enough so that the already 
painted walls don’t match. 

There is a way to avoid these errors. By making up room 
schedules for the painters and by having all actual materials on 
hand before work is begun, you will stand a much better chance 
of getting the colors and effects you want for the rooms of your 
home. If you give the workmen written instructions, they will 
have no alternative but to decorate the rooms correctly, even if 
you can’t supervise the job at the time it is being done. Such 
instructions make it easier for them, too — they can look over all 
of them, then lay out their work in the most efficient way. 

Make a schedule for each room, clearly specifying the following 
according to direction — north, south, east and west walls: 

Parts of the room to be painted, including closet and cupboard 
interiors. 

Parts of the room to be papered, including closet and cupboard 
interiors. 

Points at which one color or material should be terminated 
and the next started. 

Doors and woodwork to be painted. 

Doors and woodwork to be left natural. 

For rooms in which you want only a paint color matched, 
supply a color-chip sample with the room schedule. A point to 
remember here: Colors appear lighter in small areas than they do 
in large areas, so the over-all color effect of the room will be 
somewhat darker than the sample. 

In rooms where paint is to be mixed to match wallpaper, 
drapery fabric or carpeting, make sure that the actual materials 
are delivered before the painter begins his work. Then take a 
generous sample of wallpaper from one of the rolls or a sample of 
drapery fabric from the bolt, depending on which is to be 
matched, and attach to the room schedule. (If you are having 
draperies made by the store at which you purchased the fabric, 
ask the salesperson to supply a piece of fabric from the bolt that 
will be used.) If carpeting is to be the color guide, unroll enough 
so that a good-sized piece is exposed. 

In cases where the kitchen or bathroom floor covering or 
countertop is to be matched, supply a piece of the linoleum or 
tile or a piece of the countertop material with the room schedule. 

If your “match-to” sample is a print, be sure that you give 
instructions regarding which color of the print is to be matched. 

Post each schedule in the proper room, explain the idea to the 
painter, and you will be ready to give him the go-ahead signal.

include amounts to be set aside for taxes, insurance premiums, 
and special assessments. 

The success of these and other innovations has led to study of 
the mortgage instrument from time to time by lenders and others 
to see where additional features might be introduced to benefit 
the borrower or to reduce the lender’s risk, or for other purposes. 
For example, some mortgages permit the borrower, if he so 
desires, to pay off the loan ahead of the specified date, and some 
permit deferment of principal payments for a limited time under 
specified conditions. The “package mortgage,” which provides 
for the inclusion of certain items of household equipment in the 
lien, has won widespread acceptance. 

The open-end mortgage, which has been the subject of much 
discussion in the last 4 or 5 years, and which has been used for a 
long time by a number of mortgagees, is one that enables the 
borrower to obtain additional advances from the mortgagee, 
usually for the purpose of paying for repairs and improvements 
to the property. The amount of such advances ordinarily may not 
exceed the portion of the original amount that has been paid off. 

This type of mortgage has certain advantages to the borrower 
in that he can obtain money for needed improvements to his 
property without the delay and expense of taking out a new first 
mortgage or a second mortgage, and at a lower rate of interest 
than would be required on a short-term uninsured loan. Since the 
payments on the additional advance under an open-end mortgage 
may be spread out over the remaining life of the mortgage, they 
are not unduly burdensome if the mortgage still has a consider- 
able time to run. It must be remembered, of course, that the 
longer the time allowed for repayment of any debt, the greater 
will be the total amount of interest paid by the borrower.

It is just as important to buy a good quality paint as to get the 
proper type of paint. Cheap paint inevitably fails faster than 
good paint so that any savings resulting from a “ bargain” will 
be wiped out quickly. Good paint usually goes farther, too, and * 
can be applied with less difficulty.

lay a course of heavy asphalt-saturated felt over the eaves and 
well up past the inside wall line under the shingles. 

Leave sufficient space between wood roof shingles to allow for 
expansion and prevent cracking or buckling. Spaces between 
shingles are offset from course to course to present a waterproof 
surface. 

Care should be taken with siding to obtain a tight fit at corners 
and joints between pieces of siding. A sheathing paper that is 
water resistant, but not a vapor barrier, should be used. Wood 
siding and sheathing should not extend lower than 6 inches above 
the ground. Siding should be completely dry when applied and 
painted. 

Use vapor barriers to prevent condensation of moisture within 
exterior walls and ceiling. The barrier should always be applied 
on the warm side (room side) of the wall, ceiling or roof — the 
latter in the case of an occupied attic. The vapor barrier should 
form a complete wrapper around the part of the house that 
is used. 

If your home has a crawl space rather than a basement, there 
should be at least 18 inches clearance between the ground and 
bottom of joists. Good drainage and ventilation are essential. 

If it is a slab-floor home, a vapor barrier should be laid under 
the slab and over a deep bed of sand and coarse aggregate. 

Take care to ventilate attic spaces and roofs adequately. To 
carry out excessive moisture produced within the home — in 
bathroom, kitchen and laundry — it is wise to install exhaust fans. 

Pick a dry, warm day to do your painting; surfaces should not 
be wet from rain or dew and the temperature should not be 
under 40 degrees. 

Allow three or four days for each coat to dry before applying 
another. If the first coat is dry only on the surface, the second 
will not adhere properly.

A central boiler supplies steam to 
separate, compact heater units recessed in a wall in each room. 
The steam powers a blower fan in the unit, which circulates warm 
air through the room. 

Cool air is taken in at the bottom of the unit and passes through 
a filter and a heat exchanger (where it is heated by the same 
steam that operates the fan) before it is blown out into the room. 

Controls for the system are simple. The individual thermostats, 
capable of maintaining room temperatures of anywhere between 
40 and 90 degrees, merely regulate supply valves in each heater 
unit. As the heat requirements are increased or reduced, the 
amount of steam supplied to a unit is increased or reduced by the 
automatic change in the valve setting. 

The steam supply lines are J^-inch copper tubing and return 
lines are 3^-inch copper tubing — as easy to install and conceal as 
wiring. This eliminates the need for special structural provisions 
for the ductwork or rigid piping of most types of heating systems. 
The heater units will, in most cases, fit between studs.

Windows of all three types are made in wood, aluminum or 
steel. Wood window frames have the advantage of not being 
cold to the touch on cold days, and room moisture does not 
condense on them. They can be finished natural or painted any 
color. Aluminum windows never require painting. Steel windows 
are economical, can be painted any color. They are finished with 
a corrosion-inhibiting undercoat that limits the possibility of 
rusting after installation. 

There are many special types of windows — picture windows, 
bow windows, combination louvered and fixed-sash windows, 
louvered-glass windows, horizontal sliding sash. You may want 
to consider selection from this group for an architectural feature 
or to give special attraction^ to a porch or recreation area. 

Be sure to check the possibilities of combination storm sash 
and screens — a timesaver when it comes to the semiannual 
change-over. 



CAN I SAVE TIME AND MONEY BY USING 
TRUSSED-ROOF CONSTRUCTION? 



Trussed-roof construction can save up to 30 percent of the time 
and material costs for a roof if the construction crew is experi- 
enced in building and erecting trusses, or if several houses are 
being built simultaneously by the builder.

may provide sufficient headroom and storage space — even future 
living space — to make it worthwhile to keep this area open. 



WHAT IS FLASHING AND WHY DO I NEED IT? 



Wherever there is a change in roof line (such as caused by the 
construction of a wing) or where there is a vertical projection 
through the roof (such as a chimney or side wall of a dormer), 
flashing is required to provide a seal from rain water and melting 
snow. Flashing is usually sheet copper or aluminum. Where there 
is a roof valley, flashing material must cover the V-shaped area 
for the entire length of the valley. Shingles must overlap so that 
water running down the roof from both sides toward the valley 
will continue in only one direction — off the roof, never under the 
shingles to the roof boards below. Dormer and chimney flashing 
also must cover the portion of the roof adjacent to the vertical 
wall or chimney side — again with the shingles overlapping — and 
must extend upward and be sealed to the dormer wall or chimney 
so as to prevent leakage of water to the inside.

ARE FRAME, VENEER AND MASONRY HOUSES FINISHED

With the exception of insulation, previously mentioned, interior 
construction is the same. Insulation is usually placed between 
furring strips on the inside of masonry walls; in the frame or 
veneer house the area between studding furnishes adequate 
space for insulation. Finish wall material — lath and plaster, 
gypsum board and other drywall materials, wood paneling — is 
applied in the same manner for all types of construction.

A vapor barrier is a substance through which more than a 
certain minimum amount of moisture in vapor form cannot pass.

When insulation is present in a wall, the 
outer sheathing becomes cold, almost outdoor temperature; then 
if no vapor barrier is present, normal room moisture passes 
through the insulation and condenses on the sheathing — same 
effect as when you breathe on a window.

tion from the plan source, order as many blue- 
prints as you will need. Normally you will require 
at least four sets of prints — one for yourself (your 
loan source will want to see a copy), one for the 
building-permit office and two for the contractor — 
although you can order any number you wish. 
Often a family buys only one set at first, in order 
to give further study to the plan (perhaps by build- 
ing a model, as suggested elsewhere in this edition) 
and to get detailed estimates on building costs. 

The working drawings supplied by any small 
homes guide plan source include all the informa- 
tion a competent builder needs. 

Should you want the plans reversed — if that 
would better orient the house on your lot or make 
it more in keeping with other houses in the neigh- 
borhood — tell the plan source. You will receive 
reversed blueprints. The lettering will also be re- 
versed, but that can be remedied with a pencil. 

In the past many years, thousands of American 
families have followed the procedure outlined above 
to obtain homes that were the best in current 
architecture.

You can get a more complete 
picture of what you can afford, 
of course, by checking with 
your local lending institution. 
When you have a pretty clear 
picture of the cost, you may 
decide to trim down your 
dream castle in order to settle 
on a plan that seems to be with- 
in your budget. 

And then you will want to 
get blueprints. 

Should I Take the Plunge? 

Should you buy the plans? 
Yes. You will need them to get 
bids on the construction from 
contractors, and to get financ- 
ing from a lending institution. 

You could take a floor plan 
straight from the pages of the 
magazine to builders to get es- 
timates; but without detailed 
drawings and specifications, 
such estimates may bear little 
resemblance to the final figure. 
Moreover, a lending institution 
will make no commitment on 
financing without detailed 
plans. 

If you find a plan for the 
house you want, with modifica- 
tions (for example, any plan in 
the pages of this magazine) 
write to the plan source to in- 
quire whether the changes you 
have in mind are feasible; if 
they are, you are safe in pur- 
chasing the working drawings. 
These plans and specifications 
are a relatively small part of 
the total investment. (See “If 
You Plan to Build a guide 
Home,” page 86.) 

If you engage your own ar- 
chitect, you can get plans drawn 
to your requirements, with 
some attention to the state of 
your budget and the kind of 
home you can afford. 

What About the Lot? 

Although most families buy 
the lot first, then decide on the 
house they want, home-plan- 
ning counselors feel that you 
should select a plan first. Then 
see if zoning or neighborhood 
restrictions allow you to build 
it in the neighborhood in which 
you wish to live, and then buy 
the lot. (see opposite page.)

AT LUMBER AND BUILDING SUPPLY DEALERS 



By first deciding on a house 
plan, you will be able to buy 
your lot to suit — and won’t, for 
example, end up trying to fit a 
60-foot house on a 40-foot lot. 

Make sure you are getting 
the lot free and clear. You don’t 
want to take the chance of los- 
ing your house along with the 
lot if some defect in the title 
shows up later. (See “Legal As- 
pects of Home Ownership,” 
page 96.) 

What About the Mortgage? 

You may have a rough idea 
of how much your house will 
cost, and you may know the 
price of the lot. Now is the time 
to visit a mortgage lending in- 
stitution. 

Bring your plans and speci- 
fications. Get an estimate of the 
amount the institution is will- 
ing to lend on the property, 
and learn how it will be paid 
out pending completion of the 
home. (See “The Home Financ- 
ing Picture for 1954,” page 89). 

If you wish to shop around 
for advantageous mortgage 
terms, by all means do so. Here 
are some. of the things to look 
for: 

The interest rate, of course; 
and the period of years over 
which you will be allowed to 
repay. An estimate of the serv- 
ice charges for the loan. An 
open-end clause in the mort- 
gage, if possible, to permit you, 
when you have repaid some of 
your mortgage, to borrow again 
on the original terms and up to 
the original amount without 
refinancing. Pre-payment priv- 
ileges, which will allow you to 
repay the mortgage before 
maturity; 

How will the lender handle 
your mortgage pending com- 
pletion of the home? Generally, 
he will want to check on your 
contractor to be sure he is 
financially responsible as well 
as a good builder. While the 
contractor may ask you for 
cash, he will have to finance a 
large part of the building op- 
erations himself. 

When construction has pro- 
ceeded to a certain point (per- 
haps when the house is “under 
roof and roughed in”) the lend- 
ing institution will pay out 
money for the sub-contractors,

with interest starting from the 
date the money is disbursed. 

When the building is com- 
plete and the contractor hands 
you the keys, the lending insti- 
tution may then turn over the 
balance of the money due him; 
but many of them hold back a 
portion of the money until as- 
sured that the building is as 
specified. 

How Do I Pick a Contractor? 

In “Choosing a Contractor,” 
page 114 of this issue, you will 
find suggestions on how to go 
about selecting the man who 
will transform your housing 
dream into a reality. 

Your general contractor will 
be responsible for the building 
and for every detail that goes 
into the house. 

He must follow faithfully 
each specification set forth in 
the plans, down to the number 
of electrical outlets in each 
room, the type of hardware for 
the front door and the style of 
mantel for the fireplace. 

If you want to have your 
wife park on a nail keg and 
watch construction while you 
are away at work, by all means 
do so. Just ask her not to inter- 
fere with the workmen, and to 
take up all complaints she may 
have with the general contrac- 
tor. (It will be helpful for her — 
and you — to read construction 
Q and A interview with one of 
shg’s architects, beginning on 
page 101.) 

And . • . What Next? 

You will need insurance. The 
first insurance policy to consid- 
er is a building risk policy to 
cover the partially-completed 
structure in the event of fire or 
other calamity. Responsibility 
for this is usually taken on by 
the contractor or the lending 
institution; the lender may pre- 
fer to handle this and bill you 
later. (For other facts on insur- 
ance, see “How Much for In- 
surance?” on page 92.) 

Then get the starting date 
and tentative completion date 
set up with your contractor . . . 
and start counting the days.

liquid to cool. When we reverse the process, by converting a gas 
back to liquid, we release the energy that went into making the 
liquid a gas. This energy becomes heat, and its presence is 
evidenced by the fact that the liquid becomes quite hot. 

Still referring to Figure 4, the liquid refrigerant in the con- 
denser coils passes through an expansion valve into the cooling 
coils. Since the refrigerant is in a liquid state under extreme pro- 
test (it is normally a liquid only at temperatures many degrees 
below zero), it evaporates instantly to its gaseous state in the 
cooling coils, where the pressure is very low or a vacuum. 

We are now back at heat-stealing stage. The energy (in the 
form of heat) required to effect the change from liquid to gas is 
absorbed from everything in the immediate vicinity of the

cooling coils. In the household refrigerator this includes the ice- 
cube trays, all the food in the refrigerator compartment. Then 
back to the compressor goes the gas, and the cycle repeats.

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direct-expansion air-conditioning plant. Comparing Figure 4 
and Figure 5, you will see that basically the two diagrams are the 
same. The change is that the cooling coils are cooling a room 
rather than a refrigerator compartment. The blower passes the 
room air over the cooling coils, cooling the air and removing the 
moisture (dehumidification). Provision must be made to carry 
away the room moisture, which condenses on the cooling coils. 

Another difference between the household refrigerator and 
the household cooling plant is the manner in which the heat is 
carried away from the condenser coils. With the refrigerator the 
heat is dispersed right into the room; there isn’t enough to heat

up the room noticeably. With the cooling plant, however, the 
idea is to get the heat out of the house. Figure 5 shows one way. 

If the water supply is corrosive or limited in quantity, other 
versions of the direct-expansion system are possible, using little or 
no water. Figure 6 shows the cooling tower in use. The cooling 
tower is a fairly small box-like unit, best installed in a shaded 
area outside of the house.

FUNDAMENTALS

The cooling tower operates in 
exactly the same manner as the 
evaporative cooler shown in Figure 
1, except that, since the tempera- 
ture of the water is higher, the cool- 
ing tower can function even in an 
area of high humidity. The cooling 
water passes over the condenser 
coils, is fairly hot when sprayed 
into the air. Some heat is lost 
through evaporation; some is 
carried off by action of the cooling 
tower blower. (Outdoor tempera- 
ture is always considerably less 
than condenser temperature, even 
on the hottest days.) Since some of 
the cooling water is lost through 
evaporation, a small amount has to

be replenished constantly while the 
system is in operation. 

Figure 7 shows how to get along 
without water. With this system 
the compressor and the condenser 
coils may be moved entirely out of 
the house, making possible a more 
quietly functioning system as far 
as the householder is concerned. 
The condenser coils are air cooled, 
heat being removed by the blower. 




Function of a typical room 
cooler, in which all the operations 
of the cycle are combined in a 
single compact unit, is shown in 
Figure 8. An ingenious device is 
used to get rid of room moisture 
that condenses on the cooling coils 
in the dehumidification process — 
the condensate is allowed to drip 
over the condenser coils; it evap- 
orates when it hits the hot tubing. 

If you are planning to air- 
condition your new home, the fore- 
going explanations should help you 
discuss intelligently the choice of 
equipment with your air-condition- 
ing contractor.

you might guess, however, a 
quarrel between them can lead 
to serious difficulties. If you 
lack space for a private drive- 
way and feel that a common 
drive is the best solution, have 
a lawyer prepare and record a 
written agreement stating the 
rights and responsibilities of 
both you and your neighbor. 

Who owns the parkway in front of 
my house. Do /, or does the city? 

Speaking practically, the city 
does. It is possible you live in 
anarea where theparkway lies 
within your lot lines. Even 
there, however, the city has the 
right to use it for “street pur- 
poses,” such as sewers, water 
and other utilities. 

I think my neighbor's garage en- 
croaches on my lot. How can I find 
out? 

There is only one sure way to 
find out; get a surveyor to make 
a plat. This plat, or plan, will 
locate all improvements on 
your property, and will show 
whether the neighbor’s garage 
comes over the lot line. 

Do I lose any rights by allowing 
such an encroachment? 

If there is an encroachment, 
you will do well to consult your 
lawyer. For if you take no ac- 
tion, you may lose title to the 
land on which the encroach- 
ment takes place. 

How does the death of a former 
owner , or the filing of a will , affect 
title to property? 

When an owner dies, the 
rights of his heirs are elabo- 
rately protected bylaw. If there 
is no will, the court must decide 
who the rightful heirs are. But 
even then such decision by the 
court is not final or binding on 
any heir whose name is omit- 
ted. If the court should make a 
mistake by leaving out an heir, 
his title would not be affected 
or his rights prejudiced. Even 
under a will, the court may 
have to settle questions of in- 
terpretation of the will. This 
situation frequently is the cause 
of contested ownership.
